PHIL BART was there to try to explain to the club 
what had happened at the Summit Meeting. Bat it was evident 
that he was not sure of what to say. He began by saying that,,, 
"That guy, KRHUSHCHEV does not tell any one what he is going 
to do." He went on to say that the Capitalist forces in the 
USA wanted to continue the cold war. He said that the situa- 
tion as it is now is a dangerous one and could easily turn 
from a cold war into a hot one . That the U2 spy plane incident 
was an act of aggression, timed and planned to break up the 
Summit Meeting. That President EISENHOUR' s refusal to 
apologize proved that he did not want tEe Summit Meeting to go 
on. That President EISENHOUR's admission that the U2 plane 
was a spy plane and that such flights were to discontinue was 
not enough. President EISENHOUR may reconsider and apologize 
but he should not have allowed this thing to happen on the 
eve of the Summit Conference- or at any other tj.me for that 
matter. That if this kind of policy was to continue there is 
no need for them to get together. The World looked forward 
to this summit meeting hopeing that a solution to peaceful!, 
relations bewteen nations could be worked out. But now it 
is no use to deny the fact thatwe are in a real dangerous 
situation. That the only thing we can thank President 
EISENHOUR for is the fact that the U2 plane was not carrying 
a neuclear bomb. If it had - we would not be here now. 

PHIL BART talked until 10:30 PM. But it was clear 
that he was very much worried because he did not know what the 
CP stand was to be on the matter as yet. He said it was a 
little too early for anyone to know just what to say. He said 
that the National Executive Committee had just ended 2 months 
of meetings on the i960 elections. That many of the 
questions would be cleared up at the Madison Square Garden on 
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Thursday May 10/60 (the SANE meeting) because the speeches of 
the A.F.O.L. and C.I.O. leaders would indicate the stand that 
would be taken by labor. 

He said that if we are to live in one world, China 
must be considered. That the question of American bases being 
used in friendly countries was in japor dy. That these 
countries can not afford to allow American planes to use these 
bases to do spy work on the Soviet Union. That they cannot 
ignore the danger they p*ut their own countries in by this type 
of aggressive action. 

The question of inspection before a disarmament 
agreement is signed is foolish and assanine. He said 
that the US knows that the Soviet Union is makeing bombs as. 
well as they know we are makeing them. Each knows very well 
that the other has a stock-pile big enough to destroy the other 
at a moments notice. This is no secret. Therefore inspection 
before a disarmament agreement is silly and will do no good. 
That the proper time for inspection is after an agreement is 
signed and then inspection should be open and freely done by 
both sides . 

He said that the mask of the Republican Party had 
been ripped off. Doubts had been raised in the minds of the 
American people. The lies about the U2 plane being a weather 
plane that had lost its way, etc. Then the fact that the U2 
was admittedly a spy plane and had been shot down over 1300 
miles inside the Soviet lines- proved that the our Government 
was lying out and out. No one wanted to take the blame but 
the confession of the spy himself brought out the truth - In 
the fact of this they knew it was useless to continue the lies 
and decided to brazen it act by admitting it was a spy plane 
and that such flights was part of the American Government 
policy. He said that since this thing that GUS HALL says 
that we cannot have any confidence in either Party is for 
peace, tha Democrats or the Republicans are for peace. 
That while The CP is not recognized as such it is the only 
party working for peace in the USA. He said that the CP has 
the support of of the Negro people and the middle classes. 
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Inportant breaks and rifts are takeing place. The 
American people are deeply shaken by this threat to peace. 
The elections will now take a new form. The USA will come out 
of Paris weakened before the rest of the world. The USA will 
now try many interventions. The USA is forced to try any- 
thing. This situation must now be used in the I960 elections. 
The Negro will have a different position - more than he has 
ever had before. And let's look at that dirty old woman, 
E LANORE ROOSEVELT. She switches back and forth like a cow 
bothered by flies. We have to watch her closely. (This is 
all that was said about Mrs . ROOSEVELT) . 

We must not cut down on our work for peace. We. 
made one big mistake when that old so and so ADENOUR came to 
this country. We let that business slip by withoulTsaying 
a word. The CP slipped up there. We were short sighted. 
We should have organized marches of protest. We should have 
had demonstrations to show how that old anti-semite is 
drawing the USA into his camp. The British march took over 
5 years to organize, but once it got started it grew as it 
progressed and worked JLike clock work. We are planning an 
American and Soviet friendship week in June. If we make it 
a good showing it can bring about better relations between 
the American and Soviet people, we must have an agreement with 
the Soviet Union. Every Party Club must work out a way for 
peace . No CP club will be without a plan . The American 
people have been stunned but they will move faster than ever 
before in spite of the attacks on KRUSHCHEV. The American 
people are really upset over President EISENH OUR 's actions, 
and know that the USA is the one that made this mistake. 
EISENHOUR should apologise to the American people. The 
American people need the CP more than ever now. The people, 
even the capitalists, are full of fear now. They must 
understand that the Soviet people want peace and that 
KRUSHCHEV does not want war. The notion by the USA that they 
need to fear a surprise attack by the Soviet Union is silly. 
The USA governmnet would instill such fear in the minds of 
its people. And by their actions the head of this government 
have managed to instill fear and distrust in the hearts and 
minds of the Soviet people. 
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This ended PHIL BARTs talk. The floor was thrown 
open for questions.

the one who made the mist aire , and the mask he wears will be 
torn away. He was elected as a man of peace. We who are 
members of mass organizations can reach many women. The 
question of another war for their children will open their 
eyes. Many are still suffering the effects of the last war. 
It is still fresh in the minds and hearts of the women, The 
shake up they took then will make them jump into place. 
There will be a 2 fold struggle for peace this time. 

PHIL BART - There are certain moments in history 
when sudden great changes take place. A tremendous change 
is taking place now that will open the eyes of the American 
people to the rottenness of this government. They will ask 
"who has brought this thing upon us?" "Who caused the 
Summit break up?"

On 6/8/60, NY 2359-S* advised that on 
above date a meeting of the CPUSA Secretariat and 
invited guests was held in the third floor board room 
at CP Headquarters, New York City.

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GUS HALL opened the meeting by commenting that 
when people go to the districts they hear a lot of 
unofficial complaints concerning the leading comrades 
of the national office. HALL suggested that in the 
future the districts should submit their criticisms of 
the comrades to the national office as a matter of 
policy. He said that in this manner they would be able 
to determine what the districts think of the national 
leadership . 

BEN DAVIS then commented briefly concerning the 
accident that occurred at McGuire Air Force Base in New 
Jersey regarding the missile that burned and was supposed 
to have released some, amount of radio-active., material. 
DAVIS said this raises the whole question of the danger 
of these missile bases in America. He suggested that 
they should get in touch with PAT (TOOHEtt) regarding 
the situation. 

Informant advised that GUS HALL indicated that a 
proposal had been received regarding a complete top to 
bottom reorganization of the Party. HALL commented that 
it would possibly necessitate the holding of a special 
state convention of the Party. Informant was unable to 
offer any further information regarding this. 

Informant advised that DANNY RUBIN then gave a 
report regarding the youth movement; however, due to the 
extensive use of the blackboard much of his report was not 
available to the informant. RUBIN stated that what was 
needed was a youth organization as far away from the Party 
as possible, but educating the youth up to the point 
where some of them would be able to join the Party. 
RUBIN stated that objectively the dominant ideological trend 
needs to be Marxist-Leninist in order that the youths may 
prepare themselves for the Communist Party. He said that the 
problem is to make the youth organization as broad as 
possible, but still keeping Marxism-Leninism as the dominant 
trend .

RUBIN said that "we" want a group in which 
the maximum number of youth can join and participate 
and not just those youths who start out as Marxists or 
adherents to Socialism^ He stated that "we" will have to 
consider the problem of "enemy attack" to the heart of 
the Party and perhaps for this reason a "federated type 
of organization would be better nationally i" 

XxtftaSSQgrt? advised that BILL ALBERTSON interrupted 
RUBIN to inquire if what he was advocating was an 
organization which does not advocate Socialism^ 

RUBIN in reply commented that if the organization 
calls itself a Socialist youth organization it would then 
be setting up a standard for membership. 

JAMES JACKSON stated that no matter what our 
perspectives and desires are for development in the 
youth field, we must bear in mind our limitations. There 
is no cadre in sufficient numbers. 

WILL WEINSTONE commented that if they saddle the 
youth with all the Party problems it will hurt thenu WEINSTONE 
commented that he personally would lean toward the idea of a 
youth federation. He said that he. would prefer independent 
organizations . 

HY LUMER stated that it was necessary to set up 
some type of a national committee on youth organization. 
He expressed the opinion that they could pos^bly build this 
group around e youth paper and that the paper would 
provide the best organizational approach and an outlet. 

BEN DAVIS commented that the Party does not have 
a clear mass line on youth worki He said that next 
to the Negro people, the students are in more of an upsurge 
than anyone else. DAVIS said that they could not organize 
until a mass line is developed. 
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Continuing, DAVIS remarked that with regard to a 
youth commission v>p> n.rmiA nn-h asp hr>w one could be set

DAVIS said that they could not dissolve such comrades who b7r 
played such an important role both in setting up "Advance" 
and in other ma ss work; DAVIS said that if they were to 
exclude I l and JAKE such action would promote 



factionalism i DAVIS said that in view of this, he 
recommended further discussion on the question of leadership 
and that he personally wanted to know more about the 
activities in the Bronx and Manhattan with regard to 
"Advance" and youth work; 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY commented that on the question of 
SbSBft&Qfc&an- of "our position" he believed that the 
organization should be oriented on the broadest possible 
basis; HATHAWAY said that they should stop playing around 
with woMs in general and to formulate statements; He said 
that the youth organization should try to develop the young 
people in the direction of Socialism and that it should not be 
go restricted that it prevents us from developing the 
broadest activities in the interest of youfthi 

Following further discussion, BILL ALBERTSON stated 
that the (NY) state board had decided that until all 
questions are settled (he) (ALBERTSON) would be responsible 
for youth work in NY. 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY stated that by action of the 
district board, BILL (ALBERTSON) is responsible for 
youth work and as to whether he remains in that capacity 
is mainly the responsibility of the regional committee 
in NY. As to whether he (ALBERTSON) continues on the 
national youth committee, it is the responsibility of the 
Secretariat to decide and that he (iATHAWAY) was not 
challenging it.

The informant stated that the above meeting 
appeared to he an Organization Commission meeting and was 
opened by PHIL BART* 

BART, apparently referring to the activities 
of various clubs, stated t...at the mass activity of these 
clubs is mainly reflected in the sense tnat t.iey (the 
clubs) list a number of organizations wherein their 
members are active. He advised that only a minority of 
the clubs take part in distribution of leaflets of their 
own. He stated that on the basis of personal experience 
in four clubs in New York, one in Philadelphia and one 
in Illinois that most of the Party work still remains 
unrelated to these clubs. He described this situation as 
applicable to the functioning of the clubs and especially 
true with reference to leadership of these clubs. BART 
related that last March he had a discussion with BEN 
DOBBS in Los Angeles concerning the overall question of 
, the work of their (Los Angeles) clubs. 

BART advised that New York is conducting dis- 
cussions concerning these- clubs in connection with the 
overall problem of the industrial (question?). He 
commented that the problems of the functioning of the 
clubs are most acute, citing Philadelphia, New Jersey and 
\ all of the New England states as an example. BART 
» suggested that the party set up an objective during the 
next few months of a thorough examination of this question 
■of Party organization. He said that this examination should 
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include especially the districts in which the Party has 
not been active for a long time 0 BART offered the 
opinion that such an examination would be of great 
help to both the national Party organization and lower 
organizations within the Party „ He mentioned that such 
an examination should include: dues payment, organizatibn 
secretary, peace, nature of the club, length of time 
club has functioned in particular areas, finances, 
fund drives, -and political problems. He suggested that 
such an examination be carried through June, July and 
August and include districts in New York, New Jersey, 0hi6 
Michigan and Illinois, BART suggested that' for this 
purpose a committee of 15 to 25 members be set up, said 
committee to be headed by JIM (JACKSON? ) . 

BART advised that information and statistics 
achieved through such an examination would not only help 
the Party generalize about the organizations but enable 
them to carry through remedial steps to strengthen some 
sectors of the Party organization. He advised that this 
would be accomplished jointly with the national organiza- 
tion and the district and county leadership in the 
respective districts. BART suggested that aside from 
club'' business, "we" should also have meetings with 
individual comrades in the clubs in order to bring out 
the weaknesses and problems in the minds of the members ♦ 
BART stated that the examination would not only help to 
creat a closer relationship between clubs and the leading 
members in the Party but would also aid in strengthening 
the clubs and assisting them to become a real mass force. 
He suggested that members of the Organization Bureau 
should participate with district comrades in the various 
areas for the purpose of setting up the above-mentioned 
committees. 

The informant advised that at this time STACHEL, 
BART and LUMER discussed Party membership at the present 
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time and that during this discussion frequent use of 
the blackboard prevented the informant's acquiring com- 
plete details of the discussion. During this discussion, 
JACK STACHEL inquired of PHIL BART if it was his opinion 
that the Party had lost members in the New York area 
since the last convention. Following a discussion 
immediately subsequent to this question, LUEER advised 
that it would be a fair estimate that the situation 
(with respect to membership in the New York area) remains 
stable . 

During the above discussion on membership, 
LUMER attributed "lack of organization" as a reason for a 
loss of membership in (Ohio). He stated that a general 
exodus to the suburbs on the part of the Jewish member- 
ship was an illustration of how members were lost in 
that area. LUMER remarked that with this exodus, these 
members are left on their own and without an organization 
functioning as a unit then the Party does not stay 
together. 

During the above discussion ALBERTSON referred 
to the Bronx situation, describing it as a loose situation, 
adding that if they (the Bronx) had a registration today, 
they might register 220 instead of 240. With reference 
to membership, JACK STACHEL remarked that there "is no 
recruiting" (in the Party). He stated that in the last 
two years he would estimate that the Party did not bring 
in 500 people (new members). During this conversation, 
JACK STACHEL referred to the response to the financial 
campaign for "The Worker" as a reflection of the lack 
of Party activity. He related that the Party had con- 
ducted a campaign in an attempt to raise $60,000.00 for 
"The Worker" and had not been able to raise half of 
that amount at the termination of the campaign. 

STACHEL referred to the lack of organization in 
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the Ohio area as an example of what has happened to the 
Party* He stated that In Ohio, it is imperative that 
the Party have a member who would travel from area to 
area in order to bring members together* citing Cleve- 
land* Columbus and Youngstown as an example of these 
areas lacking organization. STACHEL also suggested 
that "we" should prepare a discussion on the industrial 
areas: $uch as Ohio. 

HY LUMER disagreed with JACK STACHEL as to 
the big problem of the Party in Ohio. He referred to 
the disintegration which had occurred in the Party in 
Cleveland and attributed it to the fact that members 
from outlying sections in Ohio have complained to him 
that they had no contact with the members in Cleveland. 
LUMER stated that in districts like Ohio* a trend toward 
concentration of membership in centers started 10 years 
ago. He referred to the situation In Dayton (Ohio) where 
12 years ago there were 35 to 40 members and where the 
Party had only 6 members 6 years ago* He offered the 
opinion that in Cincinnati i (at the present time) it 
might be possible to get 8 members together. 

DANNY RUBIN commented favorably on BILL. 
(ALBERTSON'S) remarks, adding that the question of 
communist ideological contributions should be discussed 
with reference to these clubs # He stated that the 
meetings are usually comprised of inter-Party activities 
without relationship to mass work. He suggested that 
2 or 3 people (from each club) be singled out for the 
purpose of bringing them closer to Party work. 

The informant stated that at this time a 
general discussion took place concerning the means of 
contacting individual members of the various clubs and 
how best to achieve, an overall picture of the operation 
of these clubs.

HALL further 
"imposed that a- meeting would be held on June 25, 
at which time past Summit developments, along with other 
questions, would be discussed* Informant, however, was 
unable to determine whether any final agreement was 
reached regarding the above proposals by HALL. 

GUS HALL then delivered a report dealing with 
the question of Party organization and structure. He 
said that it should not be considered that the Party 
is up against "a stone wall",, but that since a year ago 
July, progress has been made in the Party. He said 
some of the crises and problems to be dealt with are 
old and because q>f this, it was necessary to go into 
a basic type discussion to uproot these concepts. 
HALL said it is necessary to be both practical and 
realistic, and that the Party was slowly drifting into 
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structural forms which will remain unless a bold 
look is taken* He said these structural and 
organizational forms did not come out of a vacuum, 
they represent political concepts of the role of 
the Party. He said the Party had drifted into some 
incorrect forms because of incorrect concepts. 
He said the influence of the leadership of the Party 
has become stymied and blocked, remarking that 80 per 
cent of our thinking never gets dcwa below to the 
membership . 

HALL said that "we 11 have in our Party the 
most Bureaucratic structure possible. He said this 
is an old weakness of the Party and now is the time 
to "tackle" it e He said a large section of "our staff" 
are enmeshed in inner meetings and that this stops 
growth. The Party tends to develop machine politicians 
instead of Marxist -Communist leaders. The structure 
has become a real monstrosity. 

Continuing, HALL stated that on the question 
of specific industrial divisions, they have always 
been W3?QQgand were established to cov6r up a basic 
weakness of the Party. He said the Party must have 
a policy of industrial concentration and that specific 
industrial divisions were an excuse and, therefore, 
the Party evaded its central responsibility in industrial 
concentration which is the very foundation of the Party 0 

HALL noted that the industrial club was set 
up to help the shop club, but eventually replaced 
the shop club. He said the Party has to basically 
change this and that the industrial section is a 
federation of industrial factions. He- characterized 
this as a monstrosity of deception. HALL said the 
Party must show the leadership that the club is the 
Party, the clubs are adjuncts to the apparatus. 

Continuing, HALL remarked that the Party 
has drifted for a 3ong period of time and that "we" 
must make a bold, basic, and abrupt change. He said 
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the structure of the Party has to he changed concretely 
and the basic Party structure is the community and the 
shop cluho He remarked that the shop club should he 
re-established as the basic form of Party organization, 
and with it, shop concentration* HALL noted that the 
whole structural change will make no sense -unless "we :r 
mold a definite policy with a firm foundation and this 
will have to become the whole concept for basic 
leadership o 

HALL questioned the need for professional 
and cultural p&tfbB* remarking that professional and 
cultural people should be in clubs in their own 
neighborhoods o HALL said further that in his opinion, 
there was no need for professional or cultural clubs. 
Regarding the number of functionaries in NY, HALL 
rejected the idea that there are too many, stating 
it is not a question of number, but ra,ther what they 
are doing c He suggested the following as necessary full- 
time state officers; 

a chairman 

an educational director 
press director 
trade union secretary 
Negro affairs secretary 

HALL commented that with regard to Upstate 
NY, perhaps Buffalo and Erie should become a separate 
district or they should become a sub-district x^ith a 
full-time field organizer in Buffalo who services the 
whole area, 

HALL stated that this is a general framework 
of the concept and must become the outlook for the 
future # He said it should be considered in a mature 
fashion and that whatever changes are to be made, it 
should be done in such a way that the Party does not 
lose anybody. HALL said that he personally is convinced 
that this re-organisation is necessary and that re- 
organization must be drastic in nature, that the changes 
should be made on the concept of the role and outlook 
of the Party, and that the center and mainstay o.t the 
Party is the Party club 0 
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CLAUDE LIGHTF00T stated that "we" have tlo win the 
Party to this reorganization. He said that he would like to 
see GUS. HALL 1 s report published as an article in "Political 
Affairs", LIGHTFOOT noted that the Party needs some sort of 
a guide with respect to Party organization. 

An individual believed by informant to be DANNY RUBIN 
stated that the basic feature of club work should be an 
examination of the key things in the comniunity f or which they 
are responsible. He said the problem basically is that the 
leadership does not single out at each level what is most 
important. He closed his comments by stating that clubs are 
the real heart of our mass work, 

CLAR3SNCE HATHAWAY stated that the biggest problem 
will be the bringing about of a transformation from the present 
setup to one that will work more effectively. He added that he 
fully agreed with the organizational proposals, HATHAWAY 
further remarked that careful discussion will be required every- 
where on a community basis so that the transformation will not 
be based on arbitrary decisions from the top. He said one of 
the basic difficulties is that the leadership approaches questions 
without getting the thinking of the members from below and added 
that the advantage of the "city committee set up" is they 
give us more of the thinking from the clubs. 

Continuing HATHAWAY 'remaacfcecL that with regard tp the 
Industrial Division he agreed with the proposals made except 
that it would be necessary first to overcome the matter of 
"legality" which the comrades have. He said that they will have 
to be convinced that they can carry on activities in a community 
club with the same safety that they do now. He said that 
commissions will have to be set up which will work under the 
direction of the district leadership. 
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HY LUMER spoke and cited the example of HOMER CHASE 
in New England to illustrate the growing inclination of Party- 
leaders to move away from assuming responsibility on a district 
levelo He stated that in certain instances it will not be 
possible to bring about a reorganization of the Party apparatus 
with the existing leadership* adding that it may be necessary 
to"refresh the leadership" as well as bring in new and younger 
people, 

LUMER commented that he agreed with GU8 HALL 1 s 
proposal that the cultural and professional groups should be 
abolished in the Party 0 He specifically mentioned the Party 
theater and writer groups in New York as having no basis for 
existence, LUMER said that Party leaders must have much more 
direct contact with the clubs because there is no other way of 
functioning and that the present organization is an obstacle 
to accomplish this 0 

ARNOLD JOHNSON urged that caution be used in the 
reorganizing of the Party* He stated that the subject of 
"security" comes up with regularity in his own club 0 He said 
there are many people in his club who hesitate to go to an 
open meeting and* therefore* eliminating .the. pre sent ..apparatus 
which has been in touch with them and forming new and" bigger 
clubs might cause a loss of some members who are concerned 
about security. 
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JOHNSON said, "It has always been true there are supposed 
to be two forms of organization, and all the more so in 
our country. It is not that the second form is illegal 
in any technical sense. It is a question of the terminology 
that is different because of the conditions within which 
they function. I don't think there is anything illegal about 
saying that one section is the exposed section and the 
other section is not the exposed section. We might as 
well start using these terms publicly so that there is a 
certain form which can be honestly stated. Unless we can 
use a word that can be honestly stated publicly and thus 
indicate what is our strength in exposed aftd unexposed 

membership in some form we do not let them function 

properly, . .and often the unexposed form prevents the 
exposed form from exerting itself and at other times the 
exposed form insists on exerting itself and jeopardizes the 
unexposed." 
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WILLIAM AL3ERTS0N stated that he agreed with most 
of the major proposals made by HALL including the 
elimination of county and industrial organizations 9 He 
said that a more or less consistent policy of elimination 
of sections and section committees has taken place in 
NY and that sections and section committees exist only in 
Manhattan at the present time, having been eliminated in 
other boroughs, 

BEN DAVIS- JR. commented that the Party was ripe 
for reorganisation one or two years ago 0 DAVIS expressed 
agreement with the proposals made by GUS HALL* He was of 
the opinion that there has to be a review of the overall 
work of the Party and the problem of the Party leaders 
in NY 0 He remarked that the Party in MY has to examine 
more fully changes in the top leadership $ and said that they 
have to deal with (l) security* and (2) building 
confidence in state leadership. 

GUS HALL remarked that the concept of the 
reorganization was correct and they should move on that 
basis o He remarked that when the Party is approached 
with the reorganization 11 we should confine ourselves to 
leadership by conviction" and above all convince the 
secondary leadership that it is correct, HALL called 
for a vote on the question of reo^g9nizatlon^ but the 
infomstmt was unable to ascertain the results of this 
vote. 

BEN DAVIS next spoke on elections and said that 
the recent ROCKEFELLER statement has set the tone for tho 
election campaign, DAVIS commented that ROCKEEELLER 
represents the most reactionary* most aggressive* and 
chauvinistic section of American li:?o„ He described 
ROCKEFELLER as the most dangerous political figure on the 
American scene who is involved in the overall election 
campaign. 
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DAVIS stated that everything must be done by 
the Party and the left forces to bring about a 
revision of the program ROCKEFELLER put forth and 
they should realize that he is not just combating 
NIXON and the Democrats > but he is setting the political 
tone for candidates for all Parties . 

JACK STACHEL stated that the Party must skillfully 
develop their line and approach with regard to the elections. 
He felt that the Party 1 s statement with regard to the 
Summit meeting was an excellent job. 

BSC LUMER next reported on a meeting which he 
attended in Boeton, Mass; He stated that the question came 
up at the meeting as- to whether HOMER GHASE should 
continue as a full-time organiser. He said CHASE gave 
practically the same report as he had given here in NY 
and that he is still opposed to our position of working in 
the Democratic Party. LUMER said that he went over 
"our position" with regard to the elections in order to 
correct some misunderstandings . He said that their 
request for a special convention was completely out 
of line and would be a disruptive force , LUMER said that 
a discussion ensued regarding CHASED continuance 
in a leadership position. He remarked that some of the 
comrades were not happy in having CHASE continue and that 
the only alternative is to send someone from here (NY) 
as a full-time organizer; LUMER said that a vote was 
taken regarding his continuance and the comrades voted 
for it on the basis that he is not expected to move to 
Boston, He said that several of the Boston comrades 
feel that they cannot continue with HOMER (CHASE) 
as district leader but they do not know what to do about 
it; LUMER expressed his personal opinion that the situation 
in- Boston could not be corrected as long as HOMER remains 
in charge because every' time he opens his mouth, he makes 
a "tirade 11 against the Party 1 s election policy. 

Meeting adjourned.

PART I 

ALB ERTS ON j WILIIAM 

ALBERTS ON represents the NY District on the 
National Committee (NC). In addition, he holds the 
position of Organizational Secretary of the NY District. 

AL3ERTS0N continues to be most active in 
youth work in the NY District. He is the principal figure 
in the formation of the District's Organization Com- 
mission and attends meetings of the CP, USA Secretariat 
as an invited guest. 
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APTHEKER, HERBERT 

APTHEKER is an. at large member of the NC. 
APTHEKER attended meetings of the NC CP, USA at Chicago, 
Illinois, during March, i960. On 4/14/60, he addressed 
the students at Wesleyan University, Middletown, Con- 
necticut. On 5/4/60, he addressed the students on the 
Bronx Division of Hunter College, Bronx, Nl 7 . 

APTHEKER continues to deliver speeches on CP 
matters to CP clubs on a local level. 

AUERBACH, SOLOMON 

AUERBACH is an at large member of the NC, who 
is commonly known as JAMES ALLEN, He is a member of the 
National Education Committee of the CP, USA, AUERBACH 
has recently spoken in favor of having the left and 
progressive elements combine in the selection of political 
candidates in the national elections of i960. 

AUERBACH has terminated his employment with 
International Publishers Company, Inc. indicating that he 
could not work with ALEXANDER TRACHTENBERG . 

BART, PH ILIP 

BART is an at large member of the NC, and con- 
tinues to hold the title of National Organization Secretary. 
In addition, he is a member of the National Executive Com- 
mittee (NEC) and National Organization Bureau of the CP. 
During this recent period he has made organization trips 
to the New Jersey and Eastern Pennsylvania, Delaware 
CP districts. BART has been working closely with GUS 
HALL and has indicated that he feels his association with 
HALL is developing on a personal basis. It is noted, 
however, that HALL has privately said that he is dis- 
appointed with BART's work especially in the field of 
fund raising. 

BERT, ERIK 

BERT is an at large member of the NC. In addition, 
he is a member of the CP Farm Commission; was one of the 
principal- speakers at National Farm Conference 5/28, 29, i960, 
in Minneapolis. 
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BLAIR j PREP 

BLAIR represents the Wisconsin District .on the 
NC. He is Chairman of the CP of Wisconsin and operates 
Mary's Book Shop in Milwaukee. 

BLAIR has stated that he is a CP functionary 
purely by default , not because he wanted to be or was 
qualified to be, but because no one else would take 
the position, BLAIR has stated that he is not a functionary 
and his perspective is not to be one. BLAIR has indicated 
that he wants to be a good Party member and stated that 
any plaqs made by the CP of Wisconsin for the future 
must leave room for a replacement of his position as 
Chairman. 

BLAIR attended a meeting of the NC held 3/25- 
27/60 <, in Chicago. At this meeting BLAIR was very open 
in his comments about EUGENE DENNIS. BLAIR argued that 
DENNIS should not be on the NEC because he is ill and is 
not able to. function and has been out of touch with 
recent Party developments. BLAIR stated at this meeting 
that DENNIS 1 position should be given to someone else. In 
addition., at this meeting BLAIR gave a report on the 
Wisconsin presidential primary, 

BLUM « EMANUEL 

BLUM represents the Indiana District on the NC 
and is Chairman of the Indiana Party. 

BLUM reportedly has taken into his home an 18 year 
old Negro girl and has undertaken to assist this girl in 
completing her education. It has been reported that this 
girl was "very mixed up", had been involved in an affair 
and had undergone an abortion. It has been also reported 
that BLUM'S son is in a confused mental state. 
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BLUM attended the first regular meeting of the 
new NC held in March, i960, while participating in' the 
discussion BLUM emphasized that the main enemy of the 
working class is still monopoly capital. He said that 
the present leadership of the trade unions in America 
is also an obstacle. BLUM said he believes that an 
important weakness in the Party leadership and the 
Party line is a failure to reflect what the workers 
m the shop are thinking and talking about . This borders 
on the old line which got BLUM labeled as "a left winger". 
That is, that the trade union leaders are all Bureaucrats, 
that the Party is "tailing" the trade union and that there 
are no shop workers in top echelons of the Party leadership. 

BURNHAM., LOUIS 

LOUIS BURNHAM, who had been elected to the NC 
at the 17th CP, USA National Convention undsr the name 
P. FRAZIER, suffered a heart attack and died on 2/12/60. 

CHAKA, EDWARD 

CHAKA represents the Ohio District on the NC. 

During the period 3/1 through 5/l/cO, CHAKA 
aotended a CP leadership class at Cleveland, Ohio, on the 
subject monopoly capitalism; attended an Ohio CP State 
Board meeting; was present at a CP "Worker" fund drive 
affair at Cleveland where he gave a report indicating 
his section has secured 40$ of its subscription quota. 

CHAKA, being a 1 NC member should have attended 
tne NC meeting in Chicago during inarch, i960, but 
reportedly he was unable to attend s,e he was 'participating 
in a bowling tournament at Buffalo, NY. 
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CHASE, HOMER 

CHASE represents the New England District on 
the NC, and continues to be employed on a full time 
basis as the District Organizer of the New England 
District CP, USA. 

CHASE recently has taken an apartment at 
14 Park Lane-, Jamaica Plain, Massachusetts. CHASE 
attended the NC meeting- held during March, i960, and 
voiced the opinion that the CP should consider entering 
candidates for the office of president and vice-president 
in the i960 national elections. 

On 5/7/60, CHASE, accompanied by other CP 
New England District functionaries, attended a meeting 
at CP Headquarters, NYC. While at this meeting CHASE 
said that the New England District felt that the article 
of JACK STACHEL, which appeared in "The Worker" concerning 
the CP's approach to the Democratic Party, does not jibe 
with the main thought that was presented at the CP National 
Convention. According to CHASE, the New England group 
objected to the CP support, for Senator HUBERT • 
HUMPHREY since HUMPHREY supported the idea of a con- 
centration camp in this country for "Commies" . CHASE 
further said that HUMPHREY had recently stated that he 
was opposed to the admission of Red China to the United 
Nations, and following his return to the United States from 
Russia, HUMPHREY attempted to block Premier KHRUSHCHEV'S 
visit to the United States. CHASE continued that the 
Democratic Party has certain characteristics which need 
to be exposed, and by supporting HUMPHREY they are helping 
the Democratic Party to mislead the workers. CHASE said 
the CP of New England wants a strongly organized" peace 
Stoiyeiaent based on consolidafciaa -®£ N©s'S>©~lab©!£? forces 
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In conclusion CHASE said that he would be unable 
to continue as Organizer of. the CP New England District i 
because of his lack of accord with the NC. GUS HALL 
refused to accept CHASE'S resignation and suggested that 
he reconsider his actions. 

CHILDS, MORRIS 

CHILDS represents the Missouri -Kansas District 
on the NC. He was elected to the NC at the 17th National 
Convention under the name C. MARTIN, 

CHILDS. attended the NC meeting in March, I960, 
and was numbered among the people in the Party leadership, 
who had become concerned about the present situation in 
the leadership. These people believed that EUGENE DENNIS 
is finished physically and, if this is true, he is also 
finished politically. These same people are not too 
sure about GUS HALL and are worried about who he will 
turn to for support. They feel that if HALL turns to 
BEN DAVIS for support, the fight in the Party will start 
all over. 

WILLIAM Z. POSTER recently referred to CHILDS 
as a "DENNIS man" and a "right winger". 

It was learned in April, i960, that CHILDS 
cautioned LILLIAN GREEN about her continued association 
with people identified with a "right wing" viewpoint. 
He mentioned that GREEN had attended a large testi- 
monial dinner in Chicago in the company of FRED FINE. 
CHILDS reportedly told GREEN that if she expected a 

red carpet treatment during her proposed travel in the 
Soviet Union., this summer, she should be less obvious in 
her association with the people regarded as "right wingers". 
LILLIAN GREEN is the wife of the imprisoned CP leader 
GIL GREEN. FRED FINE left the CP in the Fall of 1958, 
after association with the supporters of the "right wine" 
viewpoint. 
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COLON j JESUS 

COLON is an at large member of the NC 

COLON married BERTHA TEPLOW, aka CLARA LESTER 
on 3/21/60. TEPLOW was elected a delegate to the last 
NY State CP Convention. 

COLON attended CP NC meeting in Chicago, 
3/25-27/60; Kings County CP Board meetings 4/6, 20/60.- 

COLON spoke at street meeting in Harlem sponsored" 
by Harlem Section of CP; 4/29/60, and also oh lower 
East Side, Manhattan, on 4/7/60, sponsored by Lower 
East Side CP. 

CRENOVICH, MICHAEL AARON 

CRENOVICH represents the NY District on the NC. 
He is active within the Industrial Division of the NY 
State CP, and attends meetings of the Committee of the 
Distributive Region within that Division. He attends 
meetings of the NY State CP Board. 

CRENOVICH favors the CP sponsorship of a 
Presidential candidate in the November, I960, national 
election. He aligns himself with the extreme left. 

CRENOVICH has been recommended as a member of 
the CP Latin American Committee. 

DAVIS, BENJAMIN J, JR . 

DAVIS is an at large member of the NC and holds 
the position of CP, USA National Secretary and Chairman 
of the CP, USA National Negro Commission. 
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. DAVIS, in the latter part of April, i960, and 
■May, i960, travelled to Seattle, Los Angeles and San 
Francisco for the purpose of making May Day speeches. 
In. these addresses DAVIS stx'essed the importance of the 
Negro movement, and lauded the students who have taken 
part in the sit-in strikes and demonstrations in the South. 
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DAVIS has, in the first part of June* i960, 
conferred on several occasions with WILLIAM Z. FOSTER 
concerning a proposal by POSTER that the CP should 
issue a statement regarding the leftist demonstrations 
in Japan. During these discussions, DAVIS agreed with 
POSTER that a statement should be issued and indicated 
that he personally would take the responsibility for 
the issuance of such a statement in the absence of GITS 
HALL. DAVIS expressed disgust' over the fact that he 
had been unable to contact HALL, who was out of NYC at 
the time to obtain HALL'S approval for the issuance of 
a statement. DAVIS indicated that HALL is never available 
when needed. 

DAVIS j SAM UEL KRASS 

DAVIS represents the Minnesota-Dakotas District 
on the NC, and is Secretary of that District. 

During March, I960, DAVIS attended the NC 
meeting held in Chicago and upon returning to his District 
he reported the results of the meeting to local CP 
leaders and addressed clubs in the District. DAVIS 
continues to be a complete and unquestioning follower 
of GUS HALL and gives no indication whatsoever that he 
disagrees with any of the policies of the current National 
CP leaders. 

DAVIS completely overshadows CLARENCE SHARP, 
District Chairman and former Committeeman in the District 
and appears to be slowly assuming the former responsibili- 
ties of SHARP as rural Organiser of the District. 

In early April, i960, DAVIS, at the request of 
the NC, travelled to the State of Montana where he parti*- 
cipated in a CP meeting and attempted to help CP leaders 
in that District straighten out financial records and 
pther organizational matters. 
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During March and April, I960, DAVIS was active 
in operating "The Worker" office; participated in "The 
Worker" fund drive; attempted to get all CP members 
active in a legitimate political party and in the organi- 
zation and re -organization of CP clubs within the District. 
DAVIS has exhibited much organizational drive during the 
recent period and has been most active in promoting and 
organizing the National Farm Conference which was held 
5/28-29, I960, in Minneapolis. In connection with this 
conference DAVIS made an automobile trip in the company 
of CLARENCE SHARP to the States of Minnesota, South 
Dakota and Nebraska where they contacted numerous rural 
CP members and suspected CP members. Information was 
received that this, trip was made both in connection' with 
the Farm Conference of the CP and to familiarize DAVIS 
with rural CP members. It was observed during this trip 
that SHARP has been relegated to the position of a legman 
and chauffeur for DAVIS. 

DENNIS, EUGENE 

DENNIS is an at large member of the NC, and 
holds the position of Chairman of the CP, USA, in addition 
to being a member of the CP Secretariat. 

An exploratory operation was conducted on 
DENNIS on 5/31/50, to determine the extent of a malign a nt 
tumor in the area of his heart and lungs. The results 
indicated that the tumor was unoperable and that the cancer 
is wide spread, leaving only radiation treatments as a 
means of controlling the cancerous growth. The doctors 
advised PEGGY DENNIS, prior to the operation, that should 
DENNIS be unotjerable, his life expectancy would be about 
six months, it was agreed by a selected number of Party 
officials and PEGGY DENNIS that the story be given that 
the growth was tpo near the heart to take a chance on 
operating and that they had high hopes of curing the 
condition with radium therapy, however, the true nature 
of DENNIS' illness is left out in Party circles, and 
several leaders were overheard discussing the question of 
cremation and a burial service for DENNIS. 
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DENNIS, TH OMAS DEWITT J R. 

DENNIS was re-elected a member of the NC repre- 
senting the Michigan CP District. He was elected to 
the new 23 member Michigan State Committee at the State 
Convention held during January, i960. At the first meet- 
ing of the newly formed State Committee held during 
February, i960, DENNIS was elected by acclamation to 
the position of State Executive Secretary. 

At a meeting of the NC held March, i960, 
DENNIS was described as "the Executive Secretary of 
Michigan," who will assume greater importance in Michigan 
when CARL WINTER moves to Chicago as Midwest Chairman. 

DENNIS continues to maintain membership organiza- 
tion and funds data. While Educational and Finance Committee 
Directors for the Michigan District have been named, 
the post for dues and membership committee and Organiza- 
tional Secretary have not ;; There is still no indica- 
tion that DENNIS has received any remuneration for or 
assumed any of WINTER'S duties as Chairman of the Michigan 
District, and he continues his full time employment in 
the building towards industry. 

At the NC meeting DENNIS expressed opposition 
to the "anti-Communist" claise proposed for the consti- 
tution of the new "Randolph Movement", and criticized 
PHIL BART's report on organization which he described as 
unrealistic and insufficiently specific. He recommended 
consideration of a contest to stimulate circulation of 
"The Worker" be held and specificly proposed the offering 
of a trip to Cuba as a prize for comrades selling 100 
subscriptions. DENNIS was complimented by GUS HALL on 
this plan. 
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DQBBS , BEN 

DOBBS is an at large member of the NC and 
in addition, holds the position of Executive Secretary 
of the Southern California District CP (SCDCP). 

DOBBS continues to follow the leadership of 
DOROTHY HEALEY, Chairman of the District. He appears 
to be a "legman" for HEALEY and does most of the liaison 
work with the various sections. He has exhibited an 
interest in the finances of both the Party atfd "The 
People's World" . 

As in the past, DOBBS attempts to exhibit &< 
partiality for neither the right or left wing factions 
of the SCDCP. As reported previously he has been accused 
in the past of being with the right wing. These charges 
have not been pressed recently. 

D03BS still continues to be disturbed with the 
inroads made by Negro- comrades in the Party. The defeat 
of BILL TAYLOR for Chairman of the SCDCP and the side- 
tracking of BEN DAVIS in the NC has somewhat eased the 
tension on the part of DOBBS, 

FLYNN, ELIZABETH GURLEY 

PLYNN is an at large member of the NC and holds 
the title of Vice 1 Chairman CP, USA.

PLYNN attended the International Womens Confer- 
ence in Copenhagen, Denmark, and is currently on an extended 
visit to Russia and other European countries. 
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FRIEDLANDER, M IRIAM 

FRIEDLANDER is a member of the NC representing 
the NY District. In addition, she is a full time paid 
organizer of the Bronx County CP. 

FRIEDLANDER continues to he most active in 
all phases of Bronx County CP activity. 



GERSON, SIMON 

GERS0N is an at large member of the NC. It 
appears GERSON has no specific Party assignment. Most 
of his activity centers around his employment with 
Afton Tours. 



GREEN, JACOB 

GREEN is a member of the NC representing the 
Maryland-DC District, who was recently appointed to the 
CP, USA Organizational Commission and CP, USA Negro Com- 
mission. 
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GREEN * acting under Party instruction-, is 
extremely active in directing CP contacts with student 
leadership at Howard University, Washington, D.C., and 
Morgan State College and Johns Hopkins University, 
Baltimore, Maryland, in connection with student demon- 
strations protesting segregated theaters and restaurants. 

HAALAND, NORMAN 

HAALAND is a member of the NC representing the 
Oregon District and in addition, holds the position of 
State Chairman of the Oregon CP. 

HAALAND attended the NC meeting held in Chicago, 
during March, i960, and upon his return to Portland 
expressed some disappointment over developments at the 
meeting. He expressed particular concern over the fact 
that in the selection of the NEC no NC member from the 
Pacific Northwest was elected. HAALAND reportedly attended 
a West Coast conference of certain West Coast CP leaders, 
called by GUS HALL, in order that they could be apprised of 
a soon-to-be-published treatise relating to Marxism- 
Leninism. m This document, according to HAALAND, had been 
under preparation by Soviet writers since the 20th Congress 
held in the Soviet Union, and is a "must" for all CP 
members . 

HALL, FLORA 

HALL was elected a member of the NC representing 
the Illinois District. In January, i960, she assumed the 
job of a full time functionary of the Illinois CP and was 
elected to the Secretariat of the Illinois Party as well 
as being named Organisation Secretary. 

gALL attended the NC meeting held in Chicago 
in March, i960, and welcomed the NC members to Chicago 
on behalf of the Illinois District. 
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It was recently learned that during, early May 
HALL had flatly refused to go to the Illinois Party 
Headquarters to carry out her duties as a functionary 
of the Illinois CP. It has been indicated that HALL 
and JIM WEST are still not working well together and 
that HALL feels WEST is excluding her from many 
decisions and activities of the leadership. When con- 
tacted by CLAUDE LIGHTF00T and asked to explain her 
absence, HALL broke into tears and indicated that she 
might not come back to work at all. LIGHTP00T urged 
HALL to return to the Party Office but, in an extremely 
emotional state, she refused. HALL was finally persuaded 
by LIGHTE00T to reconsider her action and not to take 
any drastic steps. She promised not to make any decisions 
regarding the future before consulting LIGHTE00T. 

It has been learned that HALL has complained 
about not receiving her full salary as a Party functionary. 
It is recalled that she gave up her private employment in 
January, i960, in order to work full time for the 
Illinois CP. She has stated that she has been forced 
to do her household shopping on a daily basis since she 
has not been receiving enough money to make large purchases. 

HALL, GUS 

HALL is an at large member of the NC and holds 
the title of General Secretary CP, USA. In addition,, he 
is a member of the NEC and the Secretariat. 

HALL'S -position in the CP, USA leadership 
picture appears to be more solidified than ever with 
the news of EUGENE DENNIS 1 health failure. Following 
the Summit meeting collapse HALL delivered a vicious 
talk against the United States Government for breaking 
international law and flaunting the sovereignty of the 
Soviet Union with U2 flights. He accused the government 
of being caught in one lie after another. 
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HALL attended the CP National Farm Conference 
in Minneapolis on 5/28-29/50. 

HATHAWAY, CLARENCE 

HATHAWAY is a newly elected at large member of 
the NC and was named Chairman of the NY District CP 
in January, i960. 

HATHAWAY is in the process of re-organizing 
the organizational setup in the NY District of the CP. 
In this endeavor he is meeting opposition from BENJAMIN 
J. DAVIS, JR. and the followers of DAVIS in the District. 
HATHAWAY continues to give full support to the policy 
set down by GUS HALL. 

HEALEY, DOROTHY 

HEALEY is a member of the NC representing the 

SCDCP. 

HEALEY is currently involved in a factional 
dispute with BILL TAYLOR, who opposed her for Chairman 
of the SCDCP and received an unexpectedly large vote. 
TAYLOR is now attempting to obtain the position of Vice- 
chairman of the SCDCP, but this is opposed by HEALEY. 

While HEALEY could not be described as an 
extremely right revisionist, she does lean to the right. 
She has an ability to vacilate between both sides and 
is an opportunist. 

JACKSON, JAMES B. 

JACKSON is an at large member of the NC and 
holds the title of National Secretary for the South ; is 
a member of the five-man Secretariat; and Editor of 
"The Worker"; member of the NEC. 
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JACKSON, at a meeting of the NEC during May, 
i960, delivered a report on education and propaganda. 
In this report JACKSON stressed the necessity for the 
CP to look for outlets to reach people including the use 
of radio and television. He further stressed the need 
for utilizing "The Worker" as a tool for agitation and 
propaganda . 

During May, i960, JACKSON attended a social 
function at the Soviet United Nations Delegation 
Headquarters, NYC, the purpose of which was to honor 
NINA PAPOVA, Chairman of the Union of Soviet Societies 
of Friendship and Cultural Relations with foreign 
countries. At this affair JACKSON was "cornered" 
by APiKADY SOBOLEV, permanent representative of the Soviet 
Delegatitan to tile. United Nations, who in the past has 
avoided CP functionaries at social functions. SOBOLEV, 
at this time, furnished JACKSON with information which 
indicated that there would be no Summit meeting and 
indicated that as of 3/14/60, the Soviet Union had 
decided President EISENHOWER had violated all agreements 
reached at Camp David. JACKSON has commented that this 
is the first time that he has ever had a piece of news 
that he was unable to print. 

At the end of May, i960, JACKSON attended the 
Pounding Convention of the American Negro Labor Council 
held in Detroit. JACKSON attended this Convention as 
a representative of "The Worker". 

JOHNSON, ARNOLD 

JOHNSON is an at large member of the NC and 
holds the position of Vice-chairman of the NY State CP. 
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JOHNSON, during the recent period , has been 
active in the peace movement and has regularly attended 
NY State CP Board and Staff meetings. He continues to 
support the so-called DAVIS faction. 

KRCHMAREK, ANTHONY 

KRCHMAREK is a member of the NC representing 
the Ohio District. 

During March KRCHMAREK attended a meeting of 
the Ohio State Secretariat for the purpose of initiating 
a drive for "The Worker" j attended an Ohio CP State Board 
meeting; attended the NC meeting held in Chicago. 

An informant of the Cleveland Office characterized 
KRCHMAREK as a loyal Communist who takes a cruel and 
unbending position and is both feared and respected 
by the CP membership. Further, that he is a most sincere 
hard worker for the Party. 

KUSHNER, SAM 

KUSHNER is a member of the NC representing 
the Illinois District. KUSHNER attended the NC meeting 
held in Chicago during March, i960, and was reportedly 
somewhat disturbed, but not greatly supprised when he 
was not nominated for membership on the NEC. JAMES 
JACKSON stated, after several discussions with KUSHNER 
dealing with the Midwest Edition of "The Worker", has 
said that KUSHNER is in business attempting to handle 
the Midwest Edution. JACKSON stated that KUSHNER has 
no idea about newspaper work, is a poor writer and has 
no conception of the problems connected with getting the 
Midwest Edition started. JACKSON indicated it is his 
intention to propose to the National leadership that 
the Midwest Edition of the paper be edited in Detroit. 
In this matter he hoped to take it out of the immediate 
control of KUSHNER. 
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LIGHTFOOT, CLAUDS 

LIGHTFOOT is a member of the NC representing 
the Illinois District. In addition, he holds the position 
of Vice-rChairman of the CP, USA. 

On 4/21/60, Federal District Judge WILLIAM 
CAMPBELL set the retrial date of LIGHTFOOT under^the 
Membership Section of the Smith Act over to l/9/ol. 
This matter has been continued in the past, pending 
final action by the Supreme Court in the JUNIUS SCALES. 
Membership case. 

LIGHTFOOT attended the NC meeting held in 
Chicago and was elected to the new NEC. He gave a report 
at the first day's session on the role of the Negro 
people in the i960 election campaign. 

PHIL BART has stated that he believed LIGHTFOOT 
is really the Negro leader and that BEN DAVIS does not 
come close to him in that respect. 

In early April, i960, a heated dispute arose 
between LIGHTFOOT and BEN DAVIS. DAVIS contacted 
LIGHTFOOT and attempted to persuade him to cancel a 
trip to the West Coast which LIGHTFOOT had been planning. 
DAVIS said the Party funds situation did not permit 
such a trip and that he, DAVIS, could handle LIGHTFOOT' s 
appointments and commitments when he went to the West 
Coast. LIGHTFOOT flatly refused to cancel this trip and 
a heated argument resulted. LIGHTFOOT indicated he intended 
to raise this question later with the National Leadership 
in NYC. 
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LIGHTFOOT took the West Coast trip In his 
capacity as Secretary of the National Negro Commission, 
and returned to Chicago with a great deal of enthusiasm 
about his travel experiences. He was particularly 
impressed, he said, by Party activities in support of 
picket line demonstrations regarding the Southern 
student strikes. 

Eased on recent activities, more than one 
informant has pointed out that LIGHTPOOT has actually 
removed himself as the leader of the Illinois District. 
He is concentrating almost exclusively on his national 
duties. Furthermore, the transition from local to 
national duties has been handled by LIGHTFOOT at a more 
rapid pace than most Illinois Party leaders expected. 

LIGHTFOOT has referred to GUS HALL as a 
"selfish guy" who wants to hog the limelight. LIGHTFOOT 
said that CBS was going to interview him for nation- 
wide television, but that HALL opposed the idea because 
he wanted to be the Party leader in the limelight. 

LIGHTFOOT., GERALDYNE 

LIGHTFOOT is an at large member of the NC. 

At the present time LIGHTFOOT is travelling 
abroad with ELIZABETH GUKLEY FLYNN and others. She left 
Chicago about the middle of April, i960, and planned to 
be gone for about six weeks. 

At a May Day meeting held in Chicago, a telegram 
from LIGHTFOOT in Moscow was read. Her original destina- 
tion was Copenhagen, Denmark, to attend. the celebration 
of International Womens Day. 
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LIM A, ALBERT "MI CHE Y" 

LIMA is a member of the NC representing the 
Northern California District. 

LIMA, with the help and influence of GUS HALL 
and CLARENCE HATHAWAY, has resolved the factional 
differences between the District leadership and 
leftist members. 

LUMER, HYMAN 

LUMER *a an at large member of the NC; National 
Educational Secretary; member of the Secretariat and a 
member of the NEC. 

LUMER, at a meeting of the NEC, During May, 
i960, delivered a report on Party education. LUMER 
outlined the deficiencies in the Party in this regard 
and then set forth a proposed outline of educational 
tjork to be accomplished in the future. In this regard 
LUMER indicated that plans have been formulated to hold 
various cadre training schools. 

LUMER, at his own request, has been relieved 
of his dual responsibility of youth work and educational 
ivork in the Party. He currently devotes full time to 
his duties as National Educational Secretary. 

MC ADORY, MILDRED (EDELMAN ) 

MC ADORY is an at large member of the NC and a 
member of the Harlem Regional Committee of the CP. 

MC ADORY continues to be active in the NY State 
CP Organization in particular with regard to work in 
the Harlem Region. She has been active in the work of 
the National Negro Commission of the CP. She is being 
utilized by the NY State CP as a speaker at outdoor street 
meetings throughout Manhattan. 
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MEYE RS 5 GEORGE 

MEYERS is an at large member of the NO and was 
elected a member of the new NEC, 

During the NC meeting in March, i960, GUS HALL 
gave MEYERS a secret assignment consisting of the contact 
of people in various Southern states for the Party. 
At that time HALL informed MEYERS that he was placing 
him on the payroll of the CP, USA. HALL has stated on 
several occasions that he will shortly appoint MEYERS 
as a member of the CP, USA Secretariat . 

MEYERS was approached during April, i960, by 
Bureau agents for the purpose of interview. MEYERS was 
polite feut : was completely uncooperative. 

MITCHELL* CHARLENE 

MITCHELL is a member of the NC representing the 
SCDCP and was recently re-elected to the Executive Board 
of the SCDCP. It is noted that in this connection that 
she was not given a specific position and was not 
re-elected as Chairman of the Youth Commission. 

She is presently on an indefinite leave of 
absence from the CP due to ill health. She is reportedly 
suffering from bleeding ulcers, and has been reported 
to be under psychiatric care, 

MITCHELL reportedly left the United States on 
4/l4/60, for Copenhagen, Denmark, where she was to 
attend the International Conference of Democratic 
Women, sponsored by the Women E s International Democratic 
Federation. Actually this appears to be a front for 
MITCHELL to travel to the Soviet Union where she hopes 
to obtain medical treatment. Before she left the United 
States, MITCHELL asked permission of the Party to make the 
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trip and also requested that the Party furnish her with 
funds for the trip. The Party gave her permission to 
travel to Russia but denied her any funds for this purpose. 

NABRIED, THOMAS 

NABRIED is a member of the NC representing the 
Eastern Pennsylvania and Delaware CP District (CPEPD), 
He continues as District Chairman of the CPEPD and is 
the only full-time employee of that District. 

NABRIED is trying to carry out the programs 
of the National Office of the CP, but is seriously 
hampered by inactivity in the CPEPD. There have been 
numerous indications of NABRIED' s frustration because of 
inactivity of both the leaders and the members. He was 
taken to task by GUS HALL at the NC meeting during 
March, i960, because the CPEPD was making very little 
progress in the various CP programs, It is believed 
that HALL threatened to send someone in from the National 
Office to re-organize that District. The threat of 
being removed from the CPEPD payrole has caused NABRIED 
great worry. 

NABRIED suffered a recurrence of his heart 
condition during May, i960, but has declined to contact 
a physician concerning it. 

NELSON, BURT GALE 

NELSON represents the Northwest CP District of 

the NC. 

In the past he has been described as a "Middle 
of the Roader" and it has been reported that both he and 
GUS HALL are closely aligned politically. 
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is a member

PERRY is an at large member of the NC. 

The United States Attorney, Los Angeles , 
California, has referred to the Los Angeles Office the 
case entitled, "U.S. vs PETTIS PERRY #538-58-WB (CD) 
Civil Judgment, $5757, $0 - Entered September 10, 1958." 
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This judgment is based on a $6,000 fine imposed in the 
Federal Court, NY, on 2/3/53* for conspiracy to teach 
and advocate the overthrow of the Government of the 
United States by force and violence. This case was 
transferred to the Los Angeles United States Attorney's 
Office on 5/27/58, at which time the unpaid balance 
remaining on the fine was $5*716. This was reduced 
to a Civil Judgment in the District Court 9/10/58, at 
which time costs of $41. 80 were added, making the total 
Civil Judgment of $5*757.80. 

Upon completion of the Ascertaining Financial 
Responsibility Investigation, it is anticipated that 
Bureau authority will be requested to interview PERRY 
concerning his financial status. 

PERRY continues to adhere to the left wing of 
the CP and takes a strong position to insure that the 
Negro question is constantly one of the uppermost problems 
of the SCDCP. 

POTASH^ IRVING 

POTASH is an at large member of the NC; a 
member of the NEC; and Labor Secretary of the CP, USA. 

The United States Attorney, SDNY, declined 
prosecution of IRVING POTASH on 5/16/60, in violation of 
his Order of Supervision as interpreted by INS. Violation 
was in connection with POTASH'S attendance at the NC 
meeting held in Chicago during Bfiarch, I960. 

POTASH continues as a member of the committee 
formed to press for the release of HENRY WINSTON from 
prison. 
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lis a member of the NO representing the

He was elected to the new State Com?- 
rnittee and new State Board of the Illinois Party. 

QUEEN travelled to Cuba in early April, I960, 
to attend a youth conference in Havana as an official 
representative of the CP, USA, He later stated that he 
had met with considerable opposition by three or four 
young people from NYC, whom he described as part of 
the "left wing" youth group in that city. He said these 
individuals accused him of coming to Havana only to cause 
trouble and they placed obstacles in his path in connec- 
tion with his efforts to hold productive discussions 
with delegates at the conference. 
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RICHMOND, AL 

RICHMOND is an at large member of the NC. 

The Justice Department has agreed in a Court 
stipulation that it would not appeal the decision of 
the United States District Judge, LOUIS GOODMAN, given 
in November, 1959^ which dismissed the suit against 
RICHMOND for revocation of citizenship. 

RICHMOND departed San Francisco 4/20/60, for 
a ten-day visit to Cuba for the purpose of giving a 
first-hand report on the CASTRO Government. RICHMOND 
contacted the Cuban Consulate General in San Francisco 
and stated he was not travelling as a tourist but as a 
journalist who sould give sympathetic reporting to the 
CASTRO regime. 

ROBESON j PAUL JR. 

ROBESON is a member of the NC representing the 
NY District. In addition, he is a member of the National 
Executive Committee of the CP; a member of the NY County 
CP Committee; a member of the Harlem Region CP Committee; 
and a member of the National Negro Rights 1 Commission. 

He has stated he is going to try to get back 
into mass activities and has joined the NAACP in Harlem 
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ROSENBLUTH, NAT 

ROSENBLUTH is a member of the NC representing 
the NY District. Although he attends local meetings he 
continues to remain relatively inactive in National Party 
affairs and is not known to he aligned with any particular 
faction . , 



RUBIN j MORTIMER DANIEL 

RUBIN is an at large member of the NC repre- 
senting youth. He has recently been appointed to the 
position of CP, USA National Youth Director. In this 
capacity he has been travelling about the country 
attempting to organize small groups which might open 
up the discussion of the whole youth question and the 
need for a youth organization on some college campuses. 

RUBIN is making arrangements for the publication 
of "New Horizons" in September which is to be a Marxist 
type periodical for youth. 

During the latter part of May RUBIN travelled 
to Toronto, Canada, to attend a meeting at which the 
Young Communist League was formed by the CP of Canada. 

RUBIN and his wife DOROTHY, during the latter 
part of April, i960, moved from their residence in 
Philadelphia to their current address, 365 Amboy Street, 
Brooklyn, NY. 

STACHEL, JACOB 

STACKED is an at large member of the NC; a 
member of the NEC; and a member of the National Organiza- 
tion Bureau and National Groups Committee.

TORMEY is a member of the NC representing the 
NY District. He holds the title of Kings County Organizer 
and is a member of the NY State CP Committee and the 
Kings County Board and Committee. He continues to oppose 
the BEN DAVIS forces. 



WEINSTOCK, LOUIS 

WEINSTOCK is a member of the NC representing 
the NY District ; is a member of the NY State CP Com- 
mittee and Board. Effective 3/1/60, he was appointed 
General Manager of "The worker" . 

He has attended NEC meetings, meetings of the 
NY District Committee and Board and has taken a particular 
interest in matters pertaining to the Industrial Division. 

In his capacity as General Manager of "The 
Worker" he has been spearheading the fund drive for 
this publication. In this connection he has visited 
Baltimore, Chicago, Detroit, and Cleveland. He is 
working with the intended purpose of increasing the 
circulation of HThe Worker" and the re -establishment 
of the "Daily Worker", 
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On 5/9/60, WEINSTOCK attended the 15th 
Anniversary celebration of the Czech 'Revolution at 
the Czechoslovakia!! Embassy in Washington, D. C. 

His plans for the future include a trip 
abroad to attend the World Federation of Trade Unions 
Conference in Prague , Czechoslovakia, 9/3-8/60. 

WEST, JAMES 

WEST is a member of the NC representing the 
Illinois District. In addition, he holds the position 
of Executive Secretary of the Illinois .CP. 

During April, i960, WEST expressed concern that 
he might be arrested at any moment in connection with his 
conviction in the Cleveland Taft-Hartley case. He 
explained that the attorney for himself and other 
defendants had committed a technical error by failing to 
notify the appropriate court of his intention to appeal 
this case further. 

WEST attended the NC meeting in Chicago during 
March, i960, and was elected to the new NEC. 

As Executive Secretary of the Illinois CP WEST 
has actually taken over the day to day leadership of 
the Party in Illinois. He has expressed deep concern 
over the failure of the Party to make a better showing 
in the current fund drive, subscription drive and 
recruiting drive. He said he' thinks this results from a 
lack of Party consciousness on the part of comrades, 
a lack of self-discipline and a lack of understanding 
of the role of the Party. He also suggested that these 
same weaknesses might be present among the Illinois Party 
leadership o 
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WEST is continually emphasizing the need for 
strengthening the organisational structure of the Illinois 
Party. He has established committees, sub-committees , 
boards and commissions to handle the administrative work 
and the political work of the Illinois CP. 

WEST has stated that in spite of the positive 
influence of the decisions of the 17th National Conven- 
tion , it can be stated that the morale and the status 
of the Party organizationally is worse than it was a 
year ago. 

WHEELER j JUANITA 

WHEELER is a member of the NC representing the 
Northern California District. In addition, WHEELER is 
on the Women ! s Commission and the Negro Commission. She 
is attempting to define some civic issue in the Negro 
district of San Francisco which might serve the Party 
as a focal point in influencing and attracting Negroes 
to the CP. 

WHEELER was served a subpoena by the House 
Committee On Un-American Activities, which commenced 
hearings in San Francisco on 5/12/60. During the 
5/12/60, hearings, WHEELER suffered a slight heart 
attack and was removed to the hospital by ambulance. 

WINTER, CARL 

WINTER is a member of the NC representing the 
Michigan District. He continues to hold the position of 
Chairman of the Michigan District and assists his 
wife in the operation of a CP bookstore.- 

WINTER continues to instruct a group of about 
8 teenagers in a course in "Political Economy. " 
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WINSTON was in attendance at the NC meeting 
held in March, i960. At this meeting WINSTON objected 
to the formation of a NEC which would meet only once 
every 6-8 weeks while a resident board would make the 
actual decisions in the meantime. WINTER said that he 
did not want to serve on such a NEC. GUS HALL criticized 
WINTER for attempting to abdicate and WINSTON was 
subsequently elected to this committee. 

It is anticipated that WINTER, in his role as 
head of the Midwest Region of the CP, will travel 
extensively throughout the midwest. The headquarters 
for the Midwest Region is reportedly to be Chicago but 
thus far it appears that WINTER will continue to reside 
in the Detroit area. WINTER was the featured speaker at 
the May Day affair in Milwaukee on 5/1/60. 

WINTER, HELEN ALLISON 

WINTER is a member of the NC as well as a 
member of the Michigan State Committee. 

She attended the NC meeting held in Chicago 
during March, i960, at xtfhich time she reminded the 
leadership that there was supposed to be a regional 
organizational structure established by the convention 
with regions operating in the midwest, west coast 
and eastern seaboard. She asked why so little had been 
done and why only the midwestem region had been organized 
thus far. She called for an evaluation of the work of 
the Secretariat since the 17th Convention. She stated ' 
that the whole matter of electing a new NEC -took place 
with herself abstaining.

FRED BLAIR, Chairman of the CP of Wisconsin, 
has indicated that he cannot get any cooperation from 
ALAN SHAW and SIG EISENSCHER and, therefore, it is 
necessary to establish a Secretariat with a division 
of the work. Both ALAN SHAW and SIG EISENSCHER consider 
BLAIR dogmatic in his philosophy. 

DOROTHY HE ALE Y is currently involved in a 
factional dispute with BILL TAYLOR who opposed her for 
Chairman of the SCDCP.- Although unsuccessful TAYLOR 
received an unexpectedly large vote running on the 
platform of driving the right revisionists out of office. 

Disunity within the Oregon CP continues 
unabated as does criticism of the leadership. On 2/23/60, 
a special meeting of the Oregon CP State Board was held 
at Portland, at which HAALAND brought up for consideration 
a two page resolution submitted by the Youth Club in 
Portland, which criticized the CP leadership. HAALAND 
acknowledged that perhaps he and the State Board members 
had not afforded proper leadership to the Party. 
Ultimately the State' Board rejected the criticisms as 
having been improperly submitted. GAYLORD GINTHER, 
a State Board member, has continued to be critical of 
HAALAND' s inept leadership, and informants report activity 
of the Oregon CP is at a virtual standstill. 

HOMER CHASE of the New England District CP 
has indicated that he will be unable to continue as 
Organizer of the CP in the New England District because 
of his lack of accord with the NC. GUS HALL has refused 
to accept CHASE'S resignation and suggested that he 
reconsider his action. 
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As noted in Part I CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT has been 
in dispute with BENJAMIN J. DAVIS and challenged his 
authority in certain instances. 

Informants have reported that the authoritarian 
attitude of JAMES WEST has caused problems between himself 
and FLO HALL in the day to day operations of the Party. 
In addition , this attitude has alienated some other 
leaders of the Illinois CP with regard to support of WEST. 

PART III 

Informants have advised that in the past DOROTHY 
HEALEY has had many affairs with men. HEALEY, who is 
estranged from her husband, has been described by her 
husband as "man crazy". 

Both FLO HALL and DANNY QUEEN have indicated 
they have financial worries. HALL has reached 
her decision to give up her job and become a paid 
functionary and thereafter not receiving a regular 
salary. QUEEN has been described as a person who has 
trouble handling his money and is deeply in debt most 
of the time. He has been advised that he must vacate 
his apartment, but his wife has stated that they will 
not move. The building owner threatened to put the 
matter in the hands of attorneys. A source at QUEEN'S 
place of employment has said that QUEEN is regarded as 
some sort of an "odd ball" by fellow employees. 

THOMAS NABRIED was admitted to Womens Medical 
College Hospital, Philadelphia for observation on 6/4/60. 
The informant advised that NABRIED has been resting 
at home as a result of a recurrence of a heart ailment. 
There has as yet been no indication how long NABRIED 
will have to be inactive. 
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PETTIS PERRY has periodically complained of 
ill health due to an alleged heart condition. During 
the latter part of April, i960, PERRY remained at home 
for about one week on doctor's orders. 

CHARLENE MITCHELL is on an indefinite leave of 
absence from the CP due to her ill helath. She is 
reportedly suffering from bleeding ulcers and in addition, 
has been under psychiatric care. It is noted that in the 
past MITCHELL has made statements that she was having 
domestic difficulties and that she and her husband could 
not seem to agree on anything. 

There, has been criticism among Party members and 
the tendency of the TORMEYS to live above their income. 
It is noted that in May, i960, the TORMEYS moved into a 
new modern apartment paying rent of $125 a month. 
Services at this apartment include those of a doorman 
and other luxury appointments. 

In connection with the level of living by Party 
leaders it is noted that GUS HALL has contracted to buy 
a 10 room house for $22,000 in one of the more desirable 
areas in Yonkers, NY. The house reportedly even has an 
elevator. In addition, the Party has made available a 
new Nash Rambler for HALL's use.

On 5/20/60, NY 2359-S* advised that on above 
date a meeting was held in the third f^oor board room, 
CP Headquarters, NYC. In attendance at the meeting were 
PHIL BART, CLARENCE HATHAWAY, JACK STACHEL and JIM JACKSON. 

According to the informant, the discussion 
pertained to the Madison Square Garden rally held by the 
Committee for a Sane Nuclear Policy. JAMES JACKSON com- 
mented that GUS HALL had missed a most representatfcre meeting 
at the Garden. JACKSON stated that the comrades had 
distributed 12,000 leaflets and perhaps sold as many as * 
600 "Worke rs" . He added, however, that one comrade sold 

50 and ajio^her^as many as 174. JACKSON indicated that 
many more could have been sold if there had been better 
representation at the meeting. 

JACKSON described the audience as the American

PHIL BART: I have come to give a report on the 
recent National Committee meeting. My Job is in charge of 
fund drive, etc. A number of questions were discussed 
at the meeting, which was the first since the recent elections. 
HALL 1 s report is available and DAVIS 1 report will be ready 
in the next few days. 

It was a good meeting. The agenda was: (1) Report 
on the I960 elections by HALL. (2) Report on the Negro 

movement in the South bv DAVIS. (3) Report on Party 

Organization by myself. (4) Report on the press by WEINSTOCK. 
(5) Elections to the National Executive Committee. 

What was good about the meeting? At the convention 
in December, HALL indicated that we are through being a 
holding organisation. The Party is on the way up and does 
not have to sit back any more. The discussion was on the i960 
elections. The elections are the centre, because the questions 
arising in the campaign are the key questions before this 
country. You cannot talk about the elections without talking 
about peace, about the Negro movement, about labor, and a host 
of other questions. 

Concerning peace; This is the central issue of our 
time. The threat of war is a, threat to the existence of mankind. 
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What is happening with peace, particularly as it affects our 
country: preparations, are now going on for a Summit meeting — 
only three weeks away, on May 15. This is an occasion that 
the whole world has been looking to. This was not easy 
to organize. EISENHOWER would rather play golf -than go 
to a Summit meeting. The solution of the German problem 
is one of the central problems, because Germany is one of 
the largest European countries — now two nations, socialist 
and capitalist, where the west is trying to form' a base for 
operations in division between east and west. This is a threat 
to peace. To create a Berlin that is not a tinderbox would 
be very important. At the Summit meeting, it is indicated 
that they would like to avoid this question. DE GAULLE and 
MACMILLAN have both voiced this hope. 

Labor leaders in this country are united around 
MEANY's position— but at the foreign policy conference, a 
"put up" gathering, things did not go very smoothly for them. 
There are many straws in the wind of a movement among the 
people for peace. The Republicans are trying to make 
the peace issue that of the party, not of the country. But 
there are forces in both parties that support the cold war. 

The meeting also discussed the Negro upsurge. 
He said the important thing is that the development is not 
a temporary phenomenon. He said it is tied up with 
developments in this country and throughout the world. 
There will be a Negror-American Labor Council Meeting on May 28. 

There is the beginning of the recognition of the 
participation or Communists in many leading circles — 
Just a mere beginning, but there is some recognition of the 
difference between Communists and other "leftists". 

The struggles today are taking place under new 
conditions. Imperialism is operating under new conditions. 
China is lost to them for exploitations, as is a large part 
of Asia and Africa, and in Cuba, Venezuela, etc., capitalism 
is having trouble. Then it cannot maneuver as it used to. 
The narrowing of markets which is facing imperialism is the 
newness in the situation. There is a movement against 
the big capitalists. We must give leadership to this 
movement. Our party documents will be tested and proved 
in life.. GUS HALL is one of the greatest public figures 
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which cur Party has seen in many years. (DENNIS is sick now.) 

A greater unity came out of the National meeting". 
We need, oiscussion and difference of opinion., but we cannot, 
afford factionalism. This can only weaken the organization. 
That is ended and won't he tolerated. Any factionalist will 
find himself in hot water. 

This week GUS HALL and I attended a Youth meeting 
in Philadelphia. There were about 30 present. 

We are publishing a letter to the President in regard

The majority at the meeting agreed with the Soviet 
interpretation of Marxism- Leninism with respect to 
co-existence and the inevitability of war* ARNOLD JOHNSON 
and BEN DAVIS seemed to lean toward the Chinese position 
but finally agreed with the majority. DAVIS " talked out of 
both sides of his mouth 

It was agreed that despite the fact that the 
CP, USA opposes the Chinese position, it will not "line up 
and take sides now*" The CP, USA firmly agrees with the 
KHRUSHCHEV thesis that war is not inevitable, and that 
peaceful co-existence is quite possible. 

HALL emphasized the necessity of keeping secret 
the nature of the discussion at the meeting. He stated 
that "enemy agents" and the press, in the hope of destroying 
confidence in Marxism-Leninism and exaggerating the dispute 
between the Soviets and the Chinese, are "pushing" for a

Among those present 
and participating were CLARENCE HATHAWAY, who functioned as 
Chairman, and BILL ALBERTSON, ARNOLD JOHNSON, ESTHER UNGER, 
MILT ROSEN and BETTY GANNETT. 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY opened the meeting by stating 
that the National Office had raised the problem of a 
"Defence Committee" in the NY, area. The National Office 
feels there is a necessity for this committee, due to the 
fact_that the membership cases are coming up in the fall 
and the Party's status in the Ohio case. There is to be a 
meeting of "Defence Committees" in Chicago during the coming 
weekend, and HATHAWAY recommended that MIMI (FRIEDLANDER) 
attend this conference and upon her return set up work for 
the NY Committee. 

A discussion by those present ensued over this 
proposal by HATHAWAY. KELT ROSEN and ESTHER UNGER objected 
to HIMI FRIEDLANDER going to Chicago by stating that she was 
not qualified to take on this assignment. 

In answer to their statements, HATHAWAY said, that 
whoever was sent was not responsible for making a final 
decision but just to report back to PHIL BART on what went 
on. HATHAWAY called for a vote on his proposal. The Informant 
was unable to obtain the result of the votes but it appeared 
that the motion passed. 

The next point on the agenda was a discussion on 
a fascist demonstration to be held at Union Square on July 4. 
It was decided to find out if the Police Dept. had granted 
a permit for this rally, also to set up a committee to decide 
what should be done against this rally. (The informant was 
unable to obtain the names of the subcommittee. 

The third point under discussion was the Peace 
issue. However, since the added security precaution of the 
blackboard was utilized, the informant was unable to ascertain 
the subject matter discussed. 

The meeting was then adjourned.

On 6/22/60, NY 2359-S* advised that on the above 
date a meeting of the CP, USA-Secretariat and invited guests 
was held in the t&Sx-d. floor hoard room at CP Headquarters, 
NYC. Among those in attendance -were? GUS HALL, JACK STACEEL, 
BEN DAVIS, JR., WELL WEIN3T0NE, H3T LUMER, CLARENCE HATHAWAY, 
Am JACKSON, JIM ALLEN, IRVING POTASH, DANNY ROBIN, PHIL 
«XBART, MORRIS CHILDS and ARNOLD JOHNSON. The meeting was 
chaired by GUS HALL. 

Informant advised that prior to the formal opening 
of the meeting, GUS HALL announced that the presentation of 
the International Peace Prize, to Dr« W. E. B. DU BOIS would 
be on 6/23/60. HALL said that they had a number of tickets 
and that TRACHTY (ALEXANDER TRACHTENBERG ) and LOUIE (LOUIS 
WEINSTOCK) were going. 

H¥ LUMER next announced that the Education Committee 
had agreed to form an editorial board for "PA" ("Political 
Affairs") and that this board is to report back to the 
Secretariat. LUMER then proposed that the editorial board 
should consist of five members: HERB (APTHEKER) , JIM ALLEN, 
DANNY RUBIN, IRVING (POTASH) and himself. WILL WEINSTONE 
expressed the opinion that the editorial board was not 
large enough and should contain more writers and act rather 
as a contributing board than an editorial board. 

GUS HALL moved that they accept the proposal of HY 
LUMER, adding that when the board makes its report to the 
Secretariat, a full discussion would be held at that time. 
Proposal accepted^ 

GUS HALL opened the Secretariat meeting by stating 
that there are important discussions going on in the world 
Marxist movement relating to questions which are important 
to all nations. He said "we" want to take part in such 
discussion; however, this raised certain responsibilities 
that should be understood and accepted by the Party leader- 
ship. HALL noted that discussion could strengthen the Party. 
However, if the discussions were not properly conducted, 
they could be destructive. 
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HALL stated that proper discussion could consolidate 
the ranks, but again, he reiterated that improper discussion 
could rekindle the flames of factionalism. He said the type 
of discussion rests with the leadership and is a test of the 
maturity of the Party leadership. He said "we" must be able 
to recognize disagreements for their good because "the enemy" 
has used our confusion and misunderstanding very effectively. 
HALL proposed that they should not plan for an all-inclusive 
discussion, adding that thoughts "exchanged here remain here." 

HALL stated that the range of discussions that are 
taking place under the new concept of the 'world situation 
today include the following:

HALL noted that the last question did not apply to 
this country as "we" have notreached that stage yet. HALL 
commented that discussion should not take on two diametrical 
points of view but should he based on interpretations of the 
questions. He said that since the U~2 and the Summit, the 
whole Marxist movement and the socialist world has shifted in 
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a direction of sharp attack on imperialism, especially American 
imperialism. He said this resultedfrcm the self -exposure of 
the American imperialists . "We" are in a most difficult 
position of how to handle this question,, There are two problems- 
how to properly (effect?) this question theoretically and 
strategically and at the same time place.it in such a way that 
the Party gives leadership to the American people in bringing them 
along in this exposure. 

HALL stated that the Party should keep in mind the 
differences and relationships of countries to each other. 
China, being under the guns of American imperialism, with gun 
boats off its shores, has to have a different approach than 
the Soviet Union, which has diplomatic relations with all 
countries and which has become the number one power in the 
world. The peace struggle in each of these must have different 
emphasis. He said leading communists show a difference in 
what they sayj however, they all emphasize the unity cf the 
socialist camp. 

HALL remarked that the resolution passed at the 
Party's 17th Convention, which set out the basic political 
line of the Party, has held up exceptionally well in the 
light of the momentous events of the past four months. As 
an example, HALL, quoted from the resolution the statement 
which he said is still the political line of the Party today: 

"Wall Street monoply capitalism is no longer the sole 
of dominant force determining the destiny of mankind. Socialism, 
embracing one -third of the world's population, has emerged as 
an invincible world system, guaranteeing the cause of peace 
and peaceful coexistence . The victorious upsurge of national 
liberation movements in Asia, Africa, and Latin America has 
undermined imperialist colonialism and kindled a flame of 
national independence among all oppressed people. The 
mounting peace movement in our country and throughout the 
capitalist world has gained new momentum. Thus even the new 
forms by which U.S. imperialism hopes to continue its drive 
for world power and influence are now confronted by the 
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"powerful challenge of superior world forces determined to win 
q rh-rah-' e and lasting peace. The dominant position 01 
woSd monopoly clpSllism long uncontested is being increasingly 
Sailed on all sides by its (captured? compet iters , by an 
expanding group of newly liberated countries and moBfc of a 11 
bv the Socialist world which now seeks to surpass the achieve 

• mints of U.S. capitalism in all areas of human endeavor." 

HALL stated that the EISENHOWER Administration has 
not embarked on a good course to end the cold war a* the cold 
war is far from ended. He said that iche cold war advocates 
a?f deterSnedto halt the trend towards peaceful coexistence 
and peaceful competition. 

HALL commented that although the documents setting 
out the political line of the Party have held up ^{J™™ 
have been certain weaknesses in agitation. He said that cue 
Chinese Party was correct in its statement that the nature 
of imperialism basically will not change and there is a 
consciousness in the world Marxist movement against drawing 
"wring conclusions" from the Propaganda of coexistence. He 
said it is not enough merely to say that the nature of 
imperialism has not changed. 

HALL then quoted from some speeches which he said 
were made at "The World Federation of Trade Union Congress 
as follows (dace and date of Congress not stated). 

"It is entirely wrong to think that war can be 
eliminated forever while imperialism still foists. The 
Proposals for disarmament made by the Soviet Union should 
b- supported but it 3s inconceivable that the imperiallscs 
w«ll accept proposals for general and complete disarmament." 
"5nly whin a P Ioc?a?ist revolution is victorious throughout 
tSe world can there be a world free of war, a world without 
arms." "Such a world is inconceivable while imperlialism 
Jtiii exists " "To reach agreement on banning of nuclear 
weapons? the 'soviet Union and other socialist countries should 
coKue to develop their lead in the sphere of atomic energy 
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"and at the- same time, the people throughout the world should 
wage a more Intensive struggle against imperialism and against 
nuclear weapons "The Soviet Union has arisen to at least 
equal status, if not more, with the. United States . New 
tactical and strategic concepts have to be considered* The 
balance of the world forces have shifted to the side of 
s ocialism and the camp of peace and from that flows some 
conclusions which the Communist Party of the Soviet Union 
has described o" 

HALL next stated that what was new in the world 
today is that the factors that emerged from tie system 
of capitalist imperialism which push toward war are not 
the only factors in existence c The factors that move in 
the opposite direction arise from the systemof socialism 
which has become the dominant factor in the world. He said 
that many articles have been written to the effect that 
struggles will not end with a policy of coexistence 0 There 
is no coexistence in the field of ideology. The class 
struggle does not end with the policy of coexistence. 

HALL stated that in a country like America* the 
Party must keep in mind that the most persistent danger in 
the ideological field would be the influence of the ruling 
class and the bourgeoise in the direction of revisionism . He 
said the Party must be aware of dangers and warnings but 
added that dangers and warnings do not form a basis for 
making policy . Policy must be based upon the relationship 
of forces and the level of the struggle. HALL said that 
there have been some weaknesses of the Party ^handling of 
some questions, but even the Soviet Union has had some 
weaknesses in the handling of questions. KHRUSHCHEV himself 
admitted he was mistaken in his estimation of EISENHOWER. 
HALL recommended that the Party should dig into the problem 
and decide what they want, prepare basic articles, discuss 
them further, in order that the Party will emerge from the 
discussion as a leadership which is stronger and more 
permeated with the science of Marxism, and to app3-y this 
science with a greater knowledge of reality to which it 
applies . 
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JAMES JACKSON " stated that the positions put forward 
in the current period by the CP in the Soviet Union, "based on 
the 20th,, andespecially the 21st Congress., CPSU, have been 
predicated upon the new world relationship of forces and new 
positions of strength, the primary bastion of strength being 
the Soviet Union. JACKSON stated that the restatement of the 
"fundamentals" and the "test of the fundamentals" is consistently 
in order, particularly in tbe period of successful diplomatic, 
economic and ideological offensive against imperialism. 
JACKSON stated that in the sense that the "Chinese radiate 
fundamentals as a kind of measuring rod, certain cautions against 
overzealousness flow from certain victories." He said that in 
his opinion, the danger is that they become "polarised" 
between two centers within the socialist* oamp 0 He said the 
suggestion is that "Peiping is the guardian of the doctrine 
and Moscow is the ad hoc pragmatic fighter for peace and 
internal progress." 

JIM ALLEN stated that he did not go along with the 
idea that what they have here is a consolidation of (two) 
positions relating to basic principles. He said that the 
discussion taking olace is within the framework of 
estimating and analyzing, and then coming to certain conclusions 
with respect to the new phase of world relations. 

He said that as a matter of fact, the Chinese 
(articles) start from a basic position of agreement. He 
said the Chinese go along with the idea in which "I" think 
quite clearly and forcefully that what has taken place in 
world affairs and the world relation of force is the decided 
shift in favor of the forces of socialism. ALLEN commented 
that he was not saying that there are no differences but 
what he was saying was that they should not build it tip, 
(the differences) . The Chinese, because of their 
position, are emphasising the anti-imperialist aspect in world 
policy. "I" see a position developing here in which the 
inclusion of China in the future Summit will become 
indispensable not only from the viewpoint of world policies 
as a whole, but also from the viewpoint of $$s specific 
relation within the socialist world. 
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BEN DAVXS advised that the mere fact that the articles 
appeared in "Pravda," indicated that it was intended as a 
friendly discussion between the Soviet and Chinese Parties, 
and that it should not he construed to indicate a disagreement 
between them. DAVIS stated that the Summit collapse, plus the 
U-2 incident, brought to a head some long-standing differences 
hetween the Soviets and the Chinese. DAVIS advised that a 
world-wide tendency toward the Left has gained impetus, and 
that KHRUSHCHEV has attempted to check it to some degree. 
He emphasized that there is no disunity hetween the Soviet 
Union and China in characterizing the USA as the main 
imperialist danger threatening the world., and further, that 
there is no disunity between the Soviet Union and China on 
the question of peaceful coexistence. He advised that the 
struggle is predicated on the approaches to the realization 
of peaceful coexistence. DAVIS stressed that the CP, USA 
must avoid taking either the Soviet or Chinese side of the^ 
discussion. He advocated that the unity between the Soviet 
Union and China must be emphasized. DAVIS advised that the 
CP, USA should classify revisionism as the worst danger, 
without, however, ceasing to struggle against secw/S-atiism., 
which still exists. 

WILLIAM WEINSTONE stated that the Chinese 
have tended to exaggerate the world situation and the growing 
decline of Capitalism. He added that in doing this, the 
Chinese fail to realize that two strong systems still exist 
in the world and must be reckoned with through negotiation. 
WEINSTONE related that the Marxist World Press had 
accomplished a good job of publicizing the viciousness of 
American imperialism and monopoly-capitalism. He advocated 
a continued struggle for peaceful coexistence as useful in 
winning to their side the yet uncommitted bourgeoise forces 
in the world. WEINSTONE concurred in' that the Party should 
continue to fight against sectarianism and revisionism. 

HY LUMER stated that he agreed with the remarks 
of the others, yet felt the need of emphasizing that the 
Party is not dealing with a split. He advocated the handling 
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of the questions before them in their totality and stressed 
the need of avoiding piecemeal approaches through the 
selection of oarts of documents and/or particular aspects 
of one line . * LUMER emphasized the need for the Party to be 
able to see the entire picture, stating that there is a 
certain world relationship of forces and there is a certain 
correct objective evaluation of (these forces) . To illustrate 
his point., LUMER used the example of the treatment of the 
question of peaceful transition to socialism, and, with 
reference to same, stated that the very same comrade who 
could he guilty of a sectarian position at one moment, could 
very easily swing to the opposite extreme at another. Ee 
proffered the opinion, in reference to the present %?orld 
situation, that imperialism has been compelled to do a number 
of things that they could not be compel3.ed to do at an 
earlier stage. With reference to this statement, he used 
the example of what is happening in the national liberation 
movement in Africa, LUMER advocated the preparation of 
documents (to illustrate the CP position) . 

IRVING POTASH described GUS EALL's presentation as 
very important and as a correct estimate of their problems. 
Ee stated that there is no such thing as sides in this 
discussion and advocated the examination and evaluation of • 
their differences „ POTASH continued by stating that the 
CP, USA is dealing with basic differences of a nature as to 
effect basic policy. POTASH referred to the ("Pravda") 
articles and stated that they contained a great deal of 
material that is extremely important and valuable. Ee 
stated that the CP, USA had got to pay attention to the 
special position of China. Pie expressed the hope that the 
mistake made by comrades of the Soviet Union at the time of 
the 20th (Congress) would not be a factor in the 
present situation. He stated that he was troubled as to 
whether or not sufficient collaboration has existed with the 
Chinese comrades (by the Soviet Union?) on the very important 
recent developments. POTASH advised that the most important 
thing before the CP, USA is that the articles ("Pravda") do 
challenge basic positions of the 20th and 21st Congresses 
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and of the 12 Party Declaration. He stated that there is an 
underestimation in the articles of the importance of divisions 
in the camp of the West and inside of the United States. He 
said that it would be correct to say that the nature of 
imperialism does not and will not change. POTASH stipulated 
that it was important to know that the concepts of the 20th 
and 21st Congresses and the 12 Party Declaration were, and 
still are, valid. He continued by stating that the line 
(Party) developed at the 17th Convention is still correct. 
POTASH related that the position developed by CUS HALL at 
the National Committee meeting with regard to the double- 
dealing of the EISENHOWER administration on the over-all 
question of peace, etc., was correct, even if the Soviet Union 
and the other parties did not give said double-dealings the 
same emphasis as GUS HALL placed on them at the time. He 
added that "we !i have something to be proud of, in that "we" did 
give much greater emphasis to that. He stated that the CP, USA 
must continue to base their tactics on the struggles for peace, 
peaceful coexistence around the concept t&at these are 
necessary and possible, as well as on th® question of anti- 
monopoly coalition. 

MORRIS CHI.LDS advocated that the CP, USA should 
make a contribution to the discussions by analyzing the 
situation in our own country and analysing the international 
developments. He stated that many parties (in other countries) 
are eagerly waiting to hear what the CP, USA will have to say 
concerning the over-all situation, especially since the 
collaose of the Summit meeting. He suggested that the 
contribution of the CP, USA should include both theoretical 
and practical^problems . (ECLDS stated that a possibility 
existed that the Chinese Party might even agree w ifch the CP, USA. 
He mentioned that he was not attempting to discuss wh&t had 
caoTjs , fi'e& in Tibet or the situation in the orgaaltfHUon of India, 
but he was ready to stress the naed for peace aad peaceful 
coexistence, Ha advised %2aa* the 0?« USA could make their 
contribution by giving an opinion of what they thought of the 
struggle , 
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ARNOLD JOHNSON urged the strengthening of solidarity 
with comrades of other lands and the developing of an tinder- 
standing of the role of China in the world today , He- advocated 
the strengthening of the Party's own understanding of unity 
in the socialist world. He cited the need for exposing "fee 
role of American imperialism and emphasized the need for the 
ideological and organizational strengthening of the CP,, T3TJA.. 

A discussion then followed concerning the 
advisability of transcribing the tape recording of the 
meeting for dissemination to District leaders. 

BEN DAVIS suggested that GUS HALL 1 s speech be 
transcribed and transmitted to National Committee members 
and that the rest of the tape be destroyed. 

The meeting was adjourned with a remark by GUS 
HALL to the effect that he would write an article on 
post-Summit developments .

8*3(5® COLLINS stated that recently a meeting had been 
held with comrades who were interested in the Faculty of 
Social Science (FSS) to decide -what should be done in the future 
concerning the school. He stated no definite conclusion had 
been reached at this time and another meeting would be held in 
a few weeks to determine if a new school would be feasible. 
COLLINS stated a statement would be prepared stating that the 
FSS was closing. He said that this was not, the final draft, 
but would be modified at the next meeting. 

COLLINS then proceeded to give a brief history of the 
FSS from its inception in the £all of 1958 to the present 
time, this included courses given ^nd those that were dropped. 
He mentioned that the last term/tYie Jefferson School, (the 
institution of a public Marxist education; , was in the fall of 
1956. Following this, individuals such as HERB APTHEKER and 
MAX WEISS held classes in their own name at Adelphi Hall, NYC. 
This was followed by the opening of the FSS in the fall of 1958. 

COLLINS mentioned that during this three year period 
of operation the school had roughly 2000 registrations. The 
expenditures have been between 22 and 25 thousand dollars and 
there are $2,000 of unpaid debts. , 

COLLINS stated that recruiting into the Party must be 
considered as a by product, either directly or indirectly of 
the FSS. 

Following COLLINS report a general discussion was held 
by those present concerning it. The general conceals was that 
althought the school is closing down, a new school should be 
established as soon as possible. The center, of discussion, 
however, was about the news release regarding the closing of 
the FSS. It was generally felt that there should be no release 
of a statement unless it can be followed up immediately with 
another statement concerning the plans for a new school. It was 
decided that further discussions on the advisability and plans 
for a new school were needed. 
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PRANK WILKINSON gave a brief report to the NY 
District staff on the recent HCUA hearing held in San 
Francisco p Ke also gave a resume of the riots which took 
place at these hearings. Meeting was adjourned.

Report of GUS HALL on the International 
Situation and Tasks Since the Collapse 
of the Summit Meeting 



This meeting consisted solely of a report by GUS 



HALL on the international situation and tasks since the collapse 
of the Summit meeting. There was a brief discussion of HALL's 
report and a short summary by HALL. 
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HALL stated, in his report, that the reverberations 
and shock waves that followed the Summit collapse still continue 
in the form of political effects* A political earthquake has 
hit the United States. We can say that this earthquake was 
followed by tidal waves. Events in Japan represent one of 
these tidal waves. The reverberations will continue. We will 
have to study them and their effects for sometime to come. Some 
of the dust and rubble have settled enough to permit us to view 
the situation. 

One of the conclusions we must draw is that the pro-war 
Imperialist forces in the United States did not want the Summit 
meeting to take place. They succeeded in wrecking it. These 
pro-war forces are very much entrenched in the institutions 
of the United States Government. They do not, however, represent 
the feelings of the American people and do not even represent 
the majority opinion of the Capitalist class in the United 
States. 

The CP needs to assess the fifteen years of the cold 
war period and the ACHESON-DULLES policies. Those who represented 
the cold war forces became entrenched and developed their 
strength in governmental institutions. These forces placed their 
people in various positions of government and were thus in a 
good position to wreck the Summit meeting. They are better 
organized than those who opposed their policies. Because of 
their organization and the position they occupy , they have 
influence beyond their feiabers. They know how to maneuver. 
They are quick in mobilization. We witnessed examples of this 
after the Paris Summit blow-up. 

However, these pro-war elements did not have the same 
effect on the people as in the past years although resistance 
to their policies is developing slowly. The opposition is not 
so organized, not so articulate, and is slow. But the potential 
of the opposition is great because it does have a base amongst the 
people. We would make a terrible mistake if we judged events 
in our country only on what appears on the surface and without 
seeing the real, growing potential forces for peace in the 
United States. We Communists must have our policy on the growth 
of this pro-peace potential. 



n,. 
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United States Imperialism and the EISENHOWER Administration 
are very much on the defensive at home and abroad . The press 
interview of United States Secretary of State CHRISTIAN HERTER 
on Friday, June 24, 1960, is an example of this. Actually it was 
a pathetic interview. Even HERTER T s announcements and apologetics 
that the EISENHOWER trips were not diplomatic in content exposed 
the defensive position of the Administration . 

The fact remains that they did not even dare to plan for 
a reception to greet EISENHOWER when he comes home* Although 
the press minimizes the failures of the Administration it cannot 
even whip up feeling of greeting for the President . This is 
very important. The fact that they did not try to organize 
such a reception shows that the pro-war forces have not assessed 
the real feeling of the people. 

For the next seven months, we are going to have a lame 
duck Administration in the United States. This is a serious 
political question for our country , This means that there will 
be no new diplomatic initiatives - just drifting. Drifting in 
a critical period in foreign affairs may tend to aggravate the 
world situation. 

The United States, through the present Administration, 
will give no answers to the problems that are arising. The 
speaking out on the part of Governor NELSON ROCKEFELLER is 
an attempt to aggressively put forward some policies in the 
United States. He, ROCKEFELLER, is afraid that the peace forces 
will move forward and mobilize. This is why he spoke up and 
continues to speak up 0 Some of the speeches of Senator JOHN 
KENNEDY have the same meaning. 

We must begin to pay more attention to RICHARD NIXON. 
His evasions and demogogy are most dangerous. We must not ignore 
them nor be sidetracked . There is a rising tide of serious 
discussion in the United States. Questions are being asked, 
what is wrong? What is our National goal? Most newspapers and 
magazines are now carrying various articles posing these questions 
and trying to give answers to these questions. There is a new 
phase of political life developing in our country. It shows that 
the people recognize that they face serious problems. Some 
spokesmen for Capitalism see this serious situation and are 
attempting to give answers. 
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So far, these attempts at answers are shallow This 
is because these spokesmen stay away from the real problems 
that we faceo They deal with the secondary problems . They 
see that something is wrong but they do not tackle the real 
issues. Even ALEXANDER BITTELMAN, who has worked out a 
revisionist projgs&p,, is really attempting to cover up in his 
discussions o But we must say that the spokesmen for Capitalism 
will be compelled to face the real issues. 

We Communists should get into these discussions and 
should not just brush them aside . We must make our contributions . 
We should discuss our National goal; not in the abstract, like 
the Capitalist writers do, but much more concretely . We should 
point out the existence of classes and the class struggle . We 
should point to the direction of history, the kind of foreign 
policy the United States needs, etc* 

We should, in our discussion, get into the heart of 
the era we are living in. What is this bumbling that has become 
characteristic of United States policy? Why has the United 
States lost its so-called "golden touch"? LENIN has taught 
us that a class that gets into difficulties will stumble and 
fumble . 

Our 17th National Convention correctly stated the 
new phase of history we are living in and the speed of 
development. We can therefore say, in a basic sense, that our 
resolutions of the 17th National Convention embody good Marxist- 
Leninist ideas and tasks. 

In the past, the United States had many successes. We 
could even say that United States Imperialist's successes rested 
&n getting rich and amassing power in two World Wars. > This 
gave United States Imperialism a certain character. During these 
wars, a big redivision of the world took place and left an imprint 
on the United States. 

However, the main vehicle of United States aggression 
was indirect. United States Imperialists used the differences 
and antagonisms between various Capitalist countries to take 
advantage and move in. They, the Imperialists, obtained their 
loot qui*'e cheaply and with ease. No Imperialist power in the 
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past obtained such riches so cheaply . This left an imprint 
on the nation , The rulers of country had a dream of war 

amongst other countries . They continue to hold on to such 
illusions. They took advantage of a war between Japan and 
China and wars between other countries . While these wars took 
place, they used methods of double dealing and intrigue to 
move in and become stronger. 

Now we can say that the apex of United States 
Imperialist influence has already passed 0 That is behind 0 Both 
the power and the influence are declining . No decision can change 
this basic facto NELSON ROCKEFELLER and his helpers, despite 
their bold talk, cannot change this fact of history . 

United States Imperialism faces only one open door. 
It must recognize that its power has receded. It must, therefore, 
concede, retreat, and withdraw. History proves that classes 
can be very stubborn and that they resist. When they do, they 
suffer the consequences. The choice for the United States today 
is apt /the status quo. This would mean stagnation. This is 
the kernel of the present day problem that we must tackle and 
help resolve. This is how the general crisis of Capitalism 
is reflected in the United States. Those who refuse to recognize 
this will make errors. We do not want to imply that United States 
Capitalism has reached a dead end. But the severe crisis it 
finds itself in will not blow over. The double dealing system 
of diplomacy cannot be revived again as a center of policy by 
the United States. 

The outposts of United States expansionism are 
crumbling. We see this in South Korea, Cuba, and in other 
places. United States prestige at this time is at its lowest 
level. This places some serious questions before United States 
Capitalism, It is not e&sy to retreat . LENIN said that a real 
test always comes in times of retreat. As a nation that is what 
we face. 

United States Capitalism is faced with many contradictions , 
The economy of the United States is bloated. It is based on a 
possible war. It is geared to Imperialist conquest and expansion. 
If the apex has been reached, and retreat is on the order of the 
day, that type of economy comes into question. The United States 
is faced with the problem of over capacity. Without giving figures, 
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this is so in the steel industry, auto industry, appliances 
industry, machine building industry, tool industry, etc., etc 0 

Over capacity is a Frankenstein for United States 
Capitalism. Automation raises new problems. We must say, 
therefore, that the United States faces a first rate economy 
situation. Then there are-, the permanent areas of economic 
crises such as West Virginia, Kentsicky, parts of Pennsylvania, 
and parts of Ohio such as the steel producing areas around 
Youngstown, etc. We are entering a period where industry, 
working at 50 per cent of capacity, will be considered normal. 
There was a time when we used t© speak of seasonal industries. 
We can now say that all industry in the United States is 
"seasonal". 

When we speak of total disarmament we cannot be too 
abstract. There is the problem of overseas bases which 
the United States has built in 73 countries. There are 270 
bases in all. These bases are a sort of built-in part of the 
growth of United States Imperialism. This was realistic when 
the United States had a monopoly on the atomic bomb. But this 
is not the case now. The bases, instead of being a foundation 
of strength, are turning into their opposite, both militarily 
and politically o 

The political upheavals in Japan are very definitely 
connected with the question of bases. The South Korean and 
Turkish situations prove the political obsolescence of these 
ft&estf The Japanese people will not deliberately invite a 
HIROSHIMA 0 The peace movement will gravitate and grow around 
this festering problem of the demand of the withdrawal of these 
bases scattered around the globe. We Communists should make 
this a first rate problem. We should not only build a peace 
movement around these issues as is being done in all countries 
where the United States has bases. It will become a political 
and electoral problem. It has already become such a problem in 
Norway and Great Britain. The same will happen in other 
countries . 

How to retreat is the question for the United States. 
It also affects alliances. The alliances of the United States 
depended upon reactionaries. But reactionaries and their regimes 
are now being overthrown in many countries. This is quite a 
contradiction for United States Imperialism. How to keep a hold 
on bases or alliances without reactionary puppets. 
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We should discuss all practical and theoretical 
questions around this situation and from this concept, discuss 
the questions such as, is war inevitable? Is peaceful co-existence 
possible? The National debate going on in our country at this 
time has this essence but without our cliches* This debate does 
contain the basis of these policies I have just enumerated. 
But we Communists should add the following: 

Can United States Imperialism be made to retreat 
without resort to war? We can say that this is possible and 
realistic o This can happeiPprovided there is a struggle plus 
a movement tor this,. 

If we do not answer this then our discussion will 
be meaningless o 

What is the big lesson we can learn from the 
Japanese events? 

We can get an answer to the above questiono The United 
States is retreatingo it is retreating not because United States _ 
Imperialism is changing its character <> It still has Imperialist 
<ireams 0 It is retreating not because of moral awakening but it ~ 
wi ll retreat because it will be compelled to by its own self- 
Ynterest, 

This is a product of a new world relationship of forces <> 
A forced and necessary policy for United States lraperialism 0 ~ 
History is a product of a constantly changing rela tio nship of 
forces, duba is a good example of th iSo If the world relation- 
ship of forces was different, the United States would have 
already intervened in Cqbao Now the United States must hesitate" 
and give •consideration to what would happen in Latin America 
and the rest of the world » " ' 

Parenthetically speaking, the above paragraphs are 
important since they represent HALL * s and therefore, the CP $ USA g s 
answer to the Chinese who say that war is inevitable P 



Continuing HALL said, at a hearing recently, Secretary 
of Defense GATES argued against those who advocated a retreat 
to fortress America o WALTER LIPPMNN, Senator MIKE MANSFIELD, 
and ADLAI STEVENSON, have joined the debate <> They do not 




speak as individuals. They represent groups. Each proposes 

a different course but they do discuss the main problem. Therefore, 

we consider this a part of the National debate. 

HALL then quoted from an article appearing on page 
3 of the Friday, June 24, 1960, issue of the "New York Times" 
under the headline "MANSFIELD Bitter Over U-2 Incident". HALL 
stated that Senator MANSFIELD charged that the timing of the 
U-2 flight was left to obscure employees of the bureaucracy 
and there was no weighing of the value of the flights. According 
to HALL, Senator MANSFIELD stated that the U-2 incident became 
a factor in the collapse of the Summit. It caused the 
embarrassment of our allies whose bases were used for the flights. 
It caused an intensification of the war danger and a strengthening 
of the hard line by the Communists. HALL also stated that 
Senator MANSFIELD posed the question, who runs this Administration 
in the vital matters of foreign policy and defense? 

Parenthetically speaking, HALL indicated privately 
that he wants a copy of the article referred to above transmitted 
to the CP of the Soviet Union. 

Continuing his report, HALL stated, in regard to the 
question of peace or war, this is the issue and there is nothing 
more important. Our role is to show the issues to the people. 
They will take the right step but not instinctively without 
an explanation of the issues. 

If United States retreat is possible without war, 
then war is not fatalistically inevitable. Tffls is not only an 
American question. It is a world question. Lite will prove 
that retreat is possible without war. On that foundation, 
we raise the companion question of peaceful co-existence. 
All other problems flow from this foundation. We believe all 
of this and as a matter of principle, we never set a line on 
non-existing facts. 

We cannot set policy on non-existing elements. Such 
a line would be rejected by the masses and would be fatal. 
Some people have said that war can result from some mistake 
or accident. But policy cannot be set on these possibilities. 
These are dangers but not foundations for policy. Ruling classes 
do not start war unless there is some chance of victory. Who 
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in the United States will say, unless he is insane, that we 
will win a war? The ruling class must consider the possibility 
of self-destruction because of nuclear dangers . Not to see 
this new historic period for United States Imperialism would be 
dogmatic and sectarian. 

Parenthetically speaking, this is another reply to 
those in. the CP of China who say that war is inevitable. 

Next HALL said, the question raised by ixs is that 
what the United States Government saves from armaments expenditures 
can be used for the people. Is this spreading illusions? No, 
If the United States Capitalists do not go to war, self-interest 
and the struggle of the people will compel them to use the savings 
for the people. This is a realistic approach and sets us off 
from the revisionists and liberals. 

We, as a party in the United States, face some 
difficult problems. Some are new problems and we need boldness 
and a fresh approach to tackle them. United States Imperialism 
will whip up chauvinism, National pride, etc., to keep the people 
in line. Our policy is rooted against all Imperialists, 
expansionists, exploitation and first of all against our own 
Imperialism in the United States. We are interested in the 
defeat of the Imperialist policies of the United States. We 
must admit we were slow in seeing this question during the 
Japanese events. 

We must lead the American people to stand for their 
self-interest. We must show that these Imperialist policies 
are not in their self-interest. We must concretely show how 
the withdrawals are in their self-interest. As yet, we have 
no concrete, acceptable answers. We must make this clear . 

We should send American peace, fighters to Japan, 
Norway, and other countries to meet with people in those countries 
and use the slogan that the 250 American bases should be sunk 
rather than sink the people. 

In regard to the question of united front policy, 
we must concretize this policy. We must reestablish the concept 
of united front in the Party. We have lost it. It is a basic 
concept. We must do this on all levels and in all movements. 
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You cannot have any united front relations in the mainstream 
without vehicles. 

What are the united fronts in the clubs in the 
neighborhoods and in the shops? There are no other forms at 
this time. Therefore, the only way to realize the total energy 
of the CP in the peace movement, in the electoral campaign and 
in the shops, is to establish vehicles for the united front in 
the clubs. 

We must strengthen united front relations with those 
closest to us. If we cannot influence those closest to us, 
how can we influence those not close to us? We are underestimating 
the people around the "National Guardian", the various nationality 
groups, the Negro organizations, professionals and people around 
the "Monthly Review" magazine. These groups have broader relations. 
If we influence them, establish closer ties with them, we will 
in turn establish closer ties with the masses of people. 

Some Communists claim that these groups are in 
competition with us. This is not so. These groups, organizations, 
and magazines may be way stations for many who will join our 
Party. The trouble is we demand Communist standards of these 
groups on their attitude toward the Soviet Union and the CP, 
USA. 

By way of comment, HALL was challenged on this statement 
during the discussion period since there are no way stations 
to the CP. 

Concerning obstacles facing the CP, USA, HALL stated 
that the obstacles are to be found in not correctly advancing 
the public status of our Party. We are not giving enough 
weight to the public role that the Party can play. We ignore 
many avenues and situations because we lack flexibility. 

Because of our semi-illegal conditions, we must 
consider approaches and umbrellas but these are not the answer. 
We do not need transmission belts. Alliances are much more 
important* We combine with others. If a question is raised 
about an organization, it can say that it is not Communist even 
though some Communists are in the organization. Thus, such 
alliances establish close relationships with the masses. If 
we establish close relationships we will not miss the bus in 
this historic situation. 
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General 1 Discussion 

During the general discussion all present spoke 
except PHIL BART # In general, everyone agreed with the remarks 
of HALL and praised his speech as being very important and 
historic o However, BEN DAVIS echoed the line of WILLIAM Z 0 
FOSTER who favors the line of the Chinese CP 0 DAVIS put 
forth the idea that there will never be another Summit without 
representation for the colored peoples of the world „ BETTY 
GANNETT pointed out that in regard to the remarks of HALL that 
the United States had lost its apex, she would say that the 
United States has not lost its apex of development but has lost 
its apex of influence* 

Concluding Remarks of GUS HALL 

In his summary remarks, GUS HALL stated that he 
did not want to open up an inner-Party discussion as far as 
U.S.S.R. - China differences are concerned,. These will go 
on some time and solve themselves as inner-Party problems . 
But we have some lessons to draw* We have the line of the 17th 
National Convention and will stick by ito We have no slogans 
for a new Summit o 

HALL warned against "VXP jumping 11 in the current 
ideological dispute between the leaders of the Chinese and 
Russian Communist Parties • He proposed that at the meeting 
of the National Executive Committee on July 23 and July 24, 
1960, that the central part of the discussion should deal with 
the how of the united front o

Report of GUS HALL on the Ideological 
Conflict Between the CP of the Soviet 
Union and the CP of China 



This meeting consisted of a report by GUS HALL and 
a subsequent discussion on the ideological conflict between the 
CP, SU, and the CP of China. The basis for BALL'S report and 
the discussion which followed was articles in the Number 17, 
April 26, 1960, and the Number 21, May 24, 1960, issues of the 
"Peking Review", articles in the Chinese news agency daily reports, 
and information appearing in "Pravda". 

HALL stated ? there is a discussion going on in the 
world Marxist movement • It can be constructive and result in the 




strengthening of confidence in our CP. But it can also be 
destructive if we go on an emotional binge and are not objective. 
The test of our maturity will be how we give a lead to this 
discussion. We need to distinguish between fact and conclusion. 
We should know that "the enemy" wants confusion and misunderstanding.: 
Enemy agents are pushing for a wide open discussion beginning 
from head to foot. 

In Boston, Trotskyites distributed Chinese translations 
at our meeting. The commercial press is doing the same thing. 
They want to use these differences to destroy confidence in 
Marxism and, if they can, to disperse the Marxist-Leninist 
movement . 

We should discuss these problems without any of us 
grinding an old ax. In our discussion, there is no need to 
review everything and we should avoid swinging from side to 
side. Let us not do any "VIP jumping". There is no need to 
line up and to take sides. Such type of discussion would be 
shallow. In the process of discussion, let us look into our 
own weaknesses and problems. We should avoid gossip about 
leaders and the misuse of isolated or distorted quotations. 
This discussion is not a battle of reprints of articles from 
overseas. 

We have no plan nor do we intend to have one for an 
open and all inclusive discussion. Our discussion and expression 
of thought remains right here and we should even issue a statement 
condemning the use of this discussion or articles for divisive 
purposes . 

We should prepare a series of basic articles and 
allow the Secretariat to go over them and decide which ones 
we publish. We are going to keep this question on our 
ideological list. But we are not going to open a discussion 
in the Party. 

These problems grow out of the new world situation. 
Concepts do not come easily. They are a part of dialectics of 
growth of thought. There is a positive side to this otherwise 
there would be stagnation. In regard to thoughts on peaceful 
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co-existence , the non-inevitability of war, the concept of 
peaceful transition to" socialism, osa the results of effects . 
of nuclear war* on disarmament, ©n the role and nature of 
imperialism, on the skipping of stages in industry and 
agriculture, etc., there are no diametrically opposing views 
on all of these questions 0 it might be said that perhaps there 
are some differences on emphasis and interpretation . 

Since the U-2 incident, the world Marxist movement 
and the socialist countries shifted their emphasis. There is 
a sharpening attack on United States imperialism, on the role it 
plays and on its spokesmen. This results from the exposure of 
United States imperialism. The masses are drawing conclusions 
from experience. There has been a massive self -exposure of 
United States imperialism. Therefore, the shift has been made. 
The Chinese are not the only ones that sharply attack United 
States imperialism. NIKITA KHRUSHCHEV 1 s attacks are also 
sharper . 

We must consider this an active question and review 
feow we handle strategic and tactical moves of United States 
imperialism. We are right in the center of imperialism and 
how we behave is most important. We have to combine theory 
with practice and this will show we lead and explain things to 
the people. 

We should also keep in mind the relationship of 
countries to each other. The Chinese territorial rights have 
been violated. Some of its territory is occupied by .imperialism. 
Therefore, the Chinese have a different approach than that of 
the Soviet Union. The U 0 S 0 S 0 Ro is a recognized power. It has 
contact with most of the world. It is in a different international 
position than China. The top comrades of both the CP of China 
and the CP, SU, speak differently than the comrades of lesser 
importance. For example, the speech of Chou En lai, as reported, 
in the Number 21 issue of the "Peking Review", is different 
from that of comrade Yi (phonetic) before the Conference of the 
World Federation of Trade Unions in Peking. 

Chou En lai put emphasis on unity between the socialist 
countries and the world working class. He even re-emphasized the 
great role of the U.S 0 S.R 0 The Chinese presentation has many

weaknesses • In the Number 17 issue of the "Peking Review", 
the articles dealing with the 90th Anniversary of LENIN' s birth 
created some confusion . In these articles, the attacks against 
revisionism and- Titoism are correct and necessary* But' they 
cannot, as they do in these -same articles, attack mistakes, 
confusion and illusions in other parties . This type of polemic 
is confusingo TITO would like this* We cannot see this type 
of discussion o We have no disagreement with the Chinese on their 
attack against TITO from a basic standpoint. But if in the "same 
issue there are three articles and TITO is attacked three times J 
but so is NIKITA KHRUSHCHEV, it would be as if we wrote articles 
attacking BROWDER, GATES, and others and in the same articles 
attack weaknesses of the CP without saying what they are and who 
is responsible for these mistakes . 

HALL then stated that he has been re-reading the 
resolutions of the 17th Party Convention . The main resolution 
holds up well in dealing with United States imperialism. This 
analysis is not only correct but does credit to our Party . All 
basic documents of the 17th National Convention hold up wello 
If w© have weaknesses, they are to be found in the field of 
agitation . HALL also stated that in his interview with MIKE 
WALLACE, he displayed some weaknesses in his remarks concerning 
President EISENHOWER. But when EISENHOWER met with NIKITA 
KHRUSHCHEV, the meeting gave IKE an aura of peace. The Italian 
and some other Communist Parties understood it that way. The 
New England and New Jersey resolutions were wrong on the 
EISENHOWER-KHRUSHCHEV meetingo They were ready to name the 
Republican Party as the party of peace. 

In regard to imperialism, the Chinese emphasize 
that the nature of imperialism will not change . That is correct. 
But that is not the argument . The question is who are you 
arguing against? HALL then quoted from an editorial on imperialism 
in the United States. This article appeared in the November issue 
of the "World Marxist Review". He said he thought that it was a 
good editorial. 

Continuing HALL stated, we cannot stop our discussion 
once we give the basic nature of imperialism as the Chinese 
do. At the meeting of the World Federation of Trade Unions in 
Peking, one of the speakers said, we cannot eliminate war if 
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imperialism agists . Well, we do not think this is correct . 
We support the disarmament proposals of the U. S 0 S 0 Ro The 
Chinese say, the imperialists will not accept disarmament, 
therefore, you are creating illusions 9 whitewashing imperialism, 
etCo 

The Chinese speakers said further at the WFTU 
Conference, that the Soviet Union and other socialist countries 
should continue to develop atomic , hydrogen and other weapons . 
Even if the imperialists promise to abandon the use of these 
weapons, they will violate agreements • The Chinese said further 
tha.t the United States ruling clique will never change and that 
the way the Soviets put it, they are distorting the concept of 
peaceful co-existence • 

To say that there is no genuine peaceful co-existence 
with capitalism is a lie. We cannot place the oppressed and 
the oppressor in the same camp is what the Chinese say. We 
disagree with them. The question cannot be put in that way. 
If the U0S0S0R0 is involved in negotiations, agreements on 
co-existence, etc., the U.'S.S.R. is not an oppressed people. 
So how can you compare co-existence with collaboration between 
oppressor and oppressed . 

If we agree that the world relation of forces has 
-shifted, w© cannot repeat old formulas* The new approach has 
nothing to do with imperialism. What is new in this world 
, is that the socialist world is stronger than imperialism. 

In regard to peaceful co-existence, at one time we, 
and all Marxists, said that you can build socialism in one 
country. Also that you cannot export revolution.. When we 
say this we admit co-existence. If you deny this, as the 
Chinese do, then you have to deny these prior propositions. 
The Chinese emphasise that even if there is peaceful co-existence, 
it does not end the struggle. They are correct but only insofar 
as they aim this against TITO. 

There is no compromise and no co-existence on the 
ideological front. Methods of fighting for peaceful co-existence 
change. The method is important, of course. We should carry on 
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a struggle on two fronts. We should disagree with the theory 
that in fighting against deviations of the right or the left, 
that at times, one or another prevails. We have to fight all 
deviations and neither of them have to prevail. 

We do not accept the idea that revisionism is a 
bourgeois idea but r leftism or sectarianism is a working 
class idea. Both 01 t&ese .deflationists give up the fight. 
The root is the same. The effect is similar. In the United 
States, the prevailing influence is, as a rule, revisionism. 
The way this has been placed in some of the articles is too 
general. The naming of a person representing such an idea is 
not enough. 

HALL then quoted from the Chinese on monopoly 
capitalism and imperialism. If we leave things as in these 
quotes then an anti-monopoly coalition has no meaning and the 
struggle for peace would have no meaning. Neither would the 
struggle for democracy have meaning. We would not understand 
what happened in Japan unless we understood that the struggle 
for peace and democracy leads to more basic things and effects. 

For example, the struggles in Turkey and South Korea 
cannot be separated from the struggle for Negro rights. Some 
Chinese editorials are warnings against mistakes. But we cannot 
freeze simply because we are afraid of making mistakes. Perhaps 
in the future, the U.S.S.R. will admit some weakness. In my 
opinion, NIKITA KHRUSHCHEV made some mistakes in regard to 
EISENHOWER. Perhaps KHRUSHCHEV will admit he ignored some Chinese 
problems as he was working for the Summit meeting. 

In any case, our discussion should be based on objective 
facts taking into consideration the problems in the United States. 

General Discussion 

Remarks of JAMES JACKSON 

JACKSON said that these problems and disagreements 
are within the family and explained the difference in the posture 
of China and Russia. He warned of the danger of polarization 
whereby people will claim that Moscow or Peking are the guardians 
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of doctrine o Some will say that Peking is the guardian of 
doctrine ad Moscow is the pragmatic fighter for peace • Such 
an approach is wrong. Our job is to face the problems we 
have in the United States. 

Remarks of JACK STACHEL 

JACK STACHEL stated, we should not underestimate the 
difference between the CP, SU, and the CP of China and 
between these two countries and we must expose the lie that 
the Summit broke up because of these differences • United 
States imperialism broke down the Summit . We are dealing with 
some very big questions regarding important problems and a 
new knowledge of things in recent years , The heart of the 
question is this - can a world socialist victory be achieved 
without going through World War III? Just as we emphasize 
that peace is not inevitable, war is not inevitable <> 

STACHEL then quoted from an editorial from "Red 
Flag" which appeared in the "Peking Review" . He said that this 
editorial states that imperialism asks the question, which is 
the method that will best serve its interests, peace or war? 
The editorial states, we are not concerned whether it is 
peace or war<> What is the difference? 

STACHEL said that the Chinese talk nonsense when 
they put the discussion on such a plane • We are concerned whether 
it is a question of peace or war. 

Remarks by JAMES ALLEN 

JAMES ALLEN said, we should beware of polarization. 
Both the Chinese articles and the articles in "Pravda" start 
with points of agreement rather thai} points of disagreement and 
quote*' from the twelve party declaration . 

ALLEN also stated that China will have to be included 
in any future Summit meeting and the Chinese are emphasizing 
thiSo 

Remarks by BEN DAVIS 
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BEN DAVIS stated that the fact that "Pravda" printed 
some of the Chinese articles shows that there is no real conflict 
between the two socialist states . We should not take sides . 
We should not print articles for either side. After the 
collapse of the Summit, there was a danger of leftism, especially 
when NIKITA KHRUSHCHEV exposed the duplicity of United States 
imperialism* Even in East Germany, there must have been a 
leftist tendency so it was no accident when KHRUSHCHEV went 
to Berlin after Paris. 

DAVIS said that he believes that it was wrong for 
China to become involved in the Indian problem . 

BEN DAVIS said, the right danger is still the main 
danger o The CP, USA, has been tardy in the struggle against 
United States imperialism in connection with the Japanese 
security treaty • 

In concluding, DAVIS said, we need to look into 
the question of the ideology of centrism in our Party. 

Remarks by WILLIAM WEINST&NE 

WILLIAM WEINSTONE said that he disagreed with the 
Chinese and that without facts , the Chinese are putting forth 
the idea of direct offensive methods. 

Remarks of HfMAN LUMER 

HfBSAN LUMER said that he agrees with the report of 
GUS HALLo We should join this debate but should do it from 
the point of view of trying to unify the CP. In the Number 17 
issue of the "Peking Review", what is left out is more important 
than what is in it. In this issue, the Chinese quote LENIN on 
what MARX und ENGEL said -about the state. LENIN attacked the 
social democrats who said that the theories of MARX and ENGEL 
are no longer valid 0 This concept is placed differently in the 
twelve party declaration when it deals with the possibility 
of parliamentary transition t© socialism. 

We do have to take a new look at some theories and 
they are not in contradiction to Marxism-Leninism. The fact 



remains that imperialism is compelled to tolerate certain things 
and do certain things we could not dream of before . We should 
examine all of the debates and decide for ourselves . 

LUMER said that he was against the publication of any 
documents except those of the CP, USA e 

Parenthetically speaking, it was decided not to 
reprint in "The Worker", an article from "Pravda" dealing 
with leftism and sectarianism despite the fact that it had 
been stated in "The Worker" that this would be done. JIM JACKSON 
said that if anyone raises the question, the answer will be that 
an authentic version of the article is not yet available • 

Remarks of IRVING POTASH

IltVING POTASH said that he hopes that the CP, SU, 
will not make the same mistake it made at the 20th Congress and 
that it continues to collaborate with other Communist Parties 
and gives the CP, USA, more information • 

Remarks of PHIL BART 

After a few insignificant 'statements from MORRIS 
CHXLDS, PHIL BART stated that while revisionism is still a danger, 
left sectarianism concerns us everyday and we should fight ito 
BART said that he disagrees with BEN DAVIS because there is no 

centrism in our Party . 

Remarks of ARNOLD JOHNSON 

ARNOLD JOHNSON said, we should be careful and should 
not take sides in this discussion 0 We should be objective . 
Emphasis should be placed on the unity of socialism . The theme 
is struggle for peace and against United States imperialism. 
We should set ourselves a task - fight for recognition of China. 

This concluded this enlarged meeting of the 
Secretariat of the CP, USA.

The weight of the discussion at this meeting was 
in favor of peaceful co-existence, the fight for peace, and 
that the doctrine that war is inevitable is not valid.

The following information concerns Miles Vermont 
Blansette; also known as. u poc" Blansette, who had been a 
Communist party organiser at South Bend, mdiana during the 
late 1930 »s. 

, Blansette had been originally .from southern or central 

Indiana. He had worked in some type of shop in that area, had 
been married and had children^ number unknown. He had been a 
skilled worker, in about 1937 or 1938, Blansette had come to 
South Bend, Indiana. Blansette had been a member of the communist 
party prior to coming to South Bend. However, he came to South 
Bend as a full time CP organizer. Blansette had been responsible 
to someone in the state party organization, possibly Phil Bart 
who was 1 then District Organizer, residing in Indianapolis. 

During the late 1930' s Henry Aron had come to south 
Bend from the East, but since he 1 did hot get along with Blansette, 
Aron had gone on to Port Wayne, Indiana to become the Communist 
Party organizer in that city. 

Blansette had lived with Bess Meblin, a sister of 
p rankle Hartstein, for two or three years. Bess and Frankle 
Hart stein had both been CP members. Blansette and Bess 
Meblin were not married * 

In about 1940 or -1-941, several south Bend CP members 
got in a hassle j these being Eric and Mary Quist, Lawrence 
Jl&nouse and Blansette. Vaud Bennett, a south Bend CP member; 
was then working into the leadership of the Party- in the South 
Bend area and the hassle among the south Bend CP members put ' 
Bennett in the middle. Bennett got in touch with Phil Bart in 
Indianapolis and told him of the South Bend situation. • 

Bart subsequently brought most of the Indiana State 
Committee of the CP into south Bend and held a meeting at the 
residence of the Quists to hear the charges. As a result of 
the meeting, Blansette and Bess Meblin were expelled from the 
Communist Party for conduct Unbecoming to a party member. The 
quists and Lawrence Kanouse were expelled from the Party for 
factionalism.

The expulsion of these individuals had probably 
occurred after Meblin. and Blansette had been arrested by the 
South Bend Poliee Department . shortly after the expulsion, 
Blansette had gone to Chicago* Illinois and Bess Meblin 
had gone t o Chicago with him.. Henry I had 
moved to south Bend from Fort Wayne. Henry Aron took over 
the Party or ganizer's job and after he had gone to the Army*

Blansette could be described as a "skid row" drunk b7C 
and a - "bum." Blansette was. a man of very poor morals who 
frequently made passes at someone else's wife. It is specifically 
recalled that o n one occasion. Blansette and Vaud Bennett and 



I I had been on a bus going to Chicago, Illinois, 

Blansette had made some passes' at a woman sitting on the seat 
beside him on the bus and the bus driver had put Blansette 
off the bus. 

It is . believed that Blansette - did not visit his 
wife and children after Blansette' s arrival in south Bend, 
Indiana, it is. believed that Blansette' s wife and children 
had never visited in south Bend. 

A rumor has been heard from an unrecalled source 
that Blansette may have been taken back into the communist 
party in Chicago* Illinois. It is believed that Bess 
Meblin eventually moved to California.

On 7/6/60, NY 2359-S* advised that on above date, a 
meeting of the CP, USA-Secretariat and invited guests was held 
in the third floor board room at CP Headquarters, NYC. 

Among those in attendance were: 

GUS HALL, who acted as chairman, CLARENCE HATHAWAY, 
JAMES JACKSON, BEN DAVIS, JR., HY LUMER, PHIL BART and JACK 
STACHEL. 

Informant advised that the meeting was brief and 
concerned itself exclusively with the Party's proposed 
strategy with regard to the coming National elections. 
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NY 100-80641 

GUS HALL opened the discussion by stating that it 
could be concluded from Senator LYNDON JOHNSON 8 s ::gttafcement 
that JOHNSON is running hf or vice president and not president 
of the US* HALL speculated that the important factor in the 
National Election is the independent grass roots movement that 
exists. JA&JES JACKSON said that consideration is to be given 
to determine how the Party is going to inject itself into the 
popular features of the campaign. 

JACK STACHEL said that both the Democratic and 
Republican Parties are parties off -big business, adding that 
Vice President NIXON and Senator KENNEDY are representatives 
of big business, both politically and economically. He said 
the Party has a big job in order to convince comrades of the 
©rrectness of its mass line with regard to the elections. 
He was of the opinion that the masses could play a big role 
in influencing the course of the election campaign. STACHEL 
concluded his remarks by stating that the Party should wait 
until ajrter the political conventions to present to the 
masses a correct analysis on what the nominees have to offer. 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY commented that monopoly. \ 
capitalist forces are exerting pressure in both major parties 
to elect candidates favorable to their interests and therefore, 
the Party's campaign must be conducted so as to bring forward 
the issues to help influence not only the character of the 
campaign, but also any administration which results from the 
campaign. 

Regarding the Party's role specifically in New YoSk 
State, HATHAWAY felt that it must play a basic unifying role 
among the Liberal Party, the democratic insurgents and the 
Negro movement in order to effect a unified collective 
approach regarding politics in New York State. 
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PHIL BART was of the opinion that the Party should 
pay greater attention to the independent movements, such as 
the insurgents, in order to further strengthen them. BART 
cautioned, however, that the Party should not "get tied up 
with" certain candidates and certain issues. 

BEN DAVIS said that the Party's line with regard 
to the elections is correct. He said the Party must discuss 
the election campaign question not only in the light of 
abstract theories, but in accord with how realistically these 
campaigns are conducted in the United States. He said the 
Party, in this phase of the election campaign, should work 
for the nomination of AD LAI STEVENSON of the Democratic Party. 
Continuing, DAVIS asserted that ADAM CLAYTON POWELL had confided 
in DAVIS ahdtth&t he (POWELL) is definitely afraid of the clerical 
reaction of the Catholic Church and as a result, wiil vote 
for STEVENS ON SYMINGTON, JOHNSON or anyone else in order to 
prevent Senator KENNEDY from winning the Democratic presidential 
nomination. 

Informant advised that BEN DAVIS criticized the 
Party for not affording better support to ADAM CLAYTON POWELL 
in his recent political campaigns, particularly through the 
medium of the Party press. DAVIS expressed the opinion that 
the Negro people currently are not really interested in the 
reform movements afoot in the Democratic Party. 

JAMES JACKSON, in comments regarding ADAM CLAYTON 
POWELL, said that POWELL is "playing the role of personal, 
cynical, small politics", but that POWELL feels that he can 
get away with this without any loss of national prestige. 
JACKSON offered that it was necessary for the Party to assume 
a more critical function, not as a negative force, but to 
help unfold the Party's proper role* 
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. : 6US HAM, pointed out that the Party is for building 
independent grass roots movements wherever possible. HALL 
felt that it waf .necessary for the Party to guard against 
premature organizational measures. 

Informant advised that the meeting concluded with 
BEN DAVIS ref erring,;t0i a situation existing in Tennessee, 
where DAVIS said a whole Negr$ colmBunity is being starved, because 
they registered to vote* DAVIS suggested the possibility 
of the Party sending a telegram to the President or the 
Attorney General regarding; this situation. Informant 
advised that there appeared to be general agreement regarding 
the above proposal by BEN DAVIS* 

Meeting adjourned. 
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NY 235941^ Reported on 7/7/60, an informal discussion 
of leading CP functionaries took place on that date at CP 
Headquarters,' NYC, The topic discussed was the activity of 
the CP in the South and the general condition of the Party 
in that area; 

In attendance were: JAMES E, JACKSON, GEORGE MEYERS of 
Baltimore, BEN DAVIS, GUS HALL, and PHIL BART.

has to receive Party press and provide channels for 
distribution of literature, as well as to co-ordinate the 
membership; JACKSON stated that the leadership of the Party 
in the South has been "long distance" leadership for some 
time, except for his visits to Virginia; He indicated that on 
these visits he saw a good percentage of the membership; 
however, that has been almost a year ago; 

JACKSON related that the Southern Regional Committee (SRC) 
is made up of members from each district and handles the leader- 
ship; He stated that security considerations have forced the 
cancelling of regularly scheduled meetings of this ^committee, 
the last meeting having been held in February. 1Q60; JACKSO N 
_said_jbhat there had been a visit bv l 1 

I to Florida and some comrades periodically come up ^to 
New York) from Florida; JACKSON said that what is required, 
from the viewpoint of Party organization, serviceable leader- 
ship and duty to the comrades, is a guaranteed meeting of the 
SRC once every three months; He said three or four spots must 
be attended to directly, either through visits to .those areas 
or through those leaders coming "here" (New York); 

JACKSON went on to state that Richmond is the center (of 
the Southern Region ?), Birmingham had been the center, Miami 
is no problem as is Durham; He stated that there is a situation 
in North Carolina existing whereby there is a "kind of lost" / 
membership which has not been seen since JUNIUS SCALES left; / 
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SCALES destroyed this membership; JACKSON said the Party has 
a fellow there (WILLIAM GWYNN BINKLEY) who is dedicated , but 
has not been successful inasmuch as he is handicapped physically. 
He said this individual (BINKLEY) has not been able to 
reorganize the membership although he is in speaking contact 
with a number of people; JACKSON said that whoever is to 
work effectively in the South has to see beyond the membership, 
be attentive to ties around the members, such as the Democratic 
Party in Texas; 

JACKSON stated that "we" have a tremendous influence in 
two key "parishes" in Louisiana with farmers; Then there is 
also a limited contact at the University of Louisiana (Louisiana 
State University ?). JACKSON said that about two months ago,

and her husband, have left and gone to California leaving a b7C 
big gap in experience and leadership to the comrades there; b7D 
He said that nevertheless there are ties and contacts there 
who are particularly important because of the Southern 
Conference Educational Fund; He said this Fund's 
headquarters are there and that "we" (CP) have good relations 
with the Fund and could have much more influence with the 
Fund if given more attention; JACKSON said "they" 
(SCEF) are always welcoming exchanges with us and are 
always amenable to any kind of proposals for furthering 
the work there; 

Turning his attention to Virginia, JACKSON stated 
that a Negro who is a former Secretary-Treasurer of the AFL- 
CIO, in addition to being the Educational Director of the 
Southern District of the AFL-CIO, has conversational 
ties and relations with a number of "us"; JACKSON said that 
while this individual operates on a "not anti" basis, he H 
implied that "we" (CP in South) are too small to help him; 
JACKSON stated that this notwithstanding, nonetheless this 
individual represents an open door not only to the labor 
movement in Virginia but also nationally; 

JACKSON said that in Atlanta regarding packing (phonetic) 
that "we" have a very important person who is very helpful in 
many ways; He added that "these people" we can see directly; 

JACKSON stated that in Newport News there are also 
people in the trade union movement (probably JOHN and BETTY : 
HULL) . •••• ~ 
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JACKSON stated that he felt two things had to be 
kept In mind; First, the service of the Party organization, 
no matter how small; They are not isolated but are very 
involved in 'things; They require out "regularized" 
attention, but they do not (substitute ?) for a public 
and live Party which contacts people; For example, there 
are communities in which we have people who cannot 
themselves, because of secvxrity, see people who are ripe for 
contact and are anxious to see "us" , Therefore, one can be 
very busy effectively on any tour seeing people directly in 
the unions and universities as well as other community people; 
As an example, JACKSON cited Montgomery, Alabama, where there 
is AUBREY WILLIAMS and "that whole hangover from Truman- 
Roosevelt New Dealers," who have done damage, to the South 
and their positions against segregation, etc;, which have 
made them brazen radicals in the eyes of the community. 
These people have a good conversational relationship with us. 
He stated that OAKLEY JOHNSON made a trip there (Alabama ? ) 
for us (SRC) in the latter part of last year and saw a number 
of people, ;;;;;;; (including ?) Justice BLACK'S daughter-in- 
law, as well as the Negro people's leaders, who in a number of 
places welcomed exchanges ; 

JACKSON went on to state that what can be considered 
as a beginning (in reassessing and reorganizing the Party 
in the South) is a trip to all of the places that we have 
contacts and help to restore the organization; Secondly, 
after analyzing experiences of the trip, prepare to hold an 
enlarged SRC meeting or a small Southern Conference, to work out 
a plan of work and to strengthen the Party organization, 
chiefly through literature and press which we have now only on 
a "checkered basis;" 

JACKSON said these are only random observations but we 
should have a thinking experience of what we have accumulated 
thus far in the South and on the basis of this decide what 
is best to recommend be done; 

JACKSON stated that "our Party's activities are most 
effective under the umbrella of other organizations" such as 
Southern Conference of (Negro ?) Welfare, Southern Negro 
Youth Conference, eti He said that it is true that all of 
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our members are operating in all mass organizations, which 
organizations are still led by backward and conservative 
leaders; This causes a strain on how to. work in situations 
like this over an extended period of time without becoming 
discouraged i JACKSON said there are a number of chapters of 
the Southern Conference Educational Fund which provide . 
progressive centers for our people- to plan and work from; 

Again speaking of a trip to the South, JACKSON said 
that the problem there is to "lend a hand;" He said regarding 
Virginia and Carolina, that "we" must go there and see and 
show how to help in various things; We must go into Miami and 
provide some physical progressive place where comrades can be 
oriented and become established; 

MEYER asked what comprised the class composition in the 
South; JACKSON said that t%o thirds of the people are workers, 
not many of which are farmers; He said there are farmers in 
Montgomery and Baton Rouge and around the Charleston area; 
JACKSON stated that Florida has largely a retired Jewish 
workers group whose activity in the political field is mainly 
centered on Jewish culture; JACKSON said "Florida could finance 
the entire South, fabulous sums of money go out of there 
daily;" He said thes»e are no Negroes in the Florida Party, 
the Negroes being primarily in Alabama, Louisiana and Texas; 
There are no Negroes in Virginia although there are a number 
of farmers and some people who are sympathizers while not being 
actually members; 

JACKSON related that everytime an Un-American Committee 
comes into those areas there is another exodus (of CP people). 
He explained that the people are not frightened by these 
Committees, they stand up to them in trials, but they are 
evicted from places where they pay rent and lose their Jobs; 
He said this is what happened to the organization in Memphis 
although there are still some forces there; Also in Little 
Rock, where there are still contacts but no more members; 

BEN DAVIS asked if there are any states in the South with 
a functioning Party; 
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JACKSON replied that in Texas, Florida and Virginia, 
there are States Committees, Section Committees, etc; In 
North Carolina, there is a nominal State organization consisting 
of a district organizer who meets with comrades, but it is not 
a formally constituted State leadership i In Tennessee and 
Mississippi there is no formal State organization; In Texas, 
there is a good State Committee and four City Committees i In 
T.r>i^.^ a n a . fchgre^ia a r>.nTfflTri:ttefi headed bv a good person 

fr here, but the ^713 
membership actually functions in about three cxuosi There is 
nothing formal in Georgia, although there is a couple in Atlanta 
who function i 

GEORGE MEYERS stated that he felt that Maryland has a 
role to play as far as the South is concerned ; He said there 
are strong economic ties with the South; MEYERS related that 
he has, through his job, had enough free time available to him 
to reorganize the Party in Maryland and get it active ; He 
said that Washington (DC) is lying dormant and that BILL 
(JOHNSON), after being arrested for shoplifting, does not even 
come to District Committee meetings any more ; 

JACKSON asked if there was a third person MEYERS could n 
draw on to take up the slack while he took a trip to the South i 
He said that the problem needs attention, specifically mentioning 
that Florida has asked for assistance » 

MEYERS indicated that such coultf be handled; 

BEN DAVIS said that he felt that all Negro work in the 
Party should be organized in such a way that the South becomes 
the center of Party work and that MEYERS should play a 
leading role; He stated that the SRC is needed to direct 
the work in the South and that a Northern (Regional) Commission is 
needed to end "this false .National Negro Commission with no 
connection with the South;" 

MEYERS indicated he had already made plans for a 
vacation i GUS HALL told MEYERS to take six weeks (and take 
a tour to the South) and to make out financial arrangements 
for that period (apparently indicating the CP would pay for 
the entire trip ) , 
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In answer to a question by JACKSON, MEYERS said that 
he would take his vacation in about one week* He said that 
Texas was too much of a trip to start with; JACKSON ^ 
stated that New Orleans -Jwould be a good place to stars; He 
said that he would work out a schedule and a list of people for 
MEYERS to see. JACKSON said MEYERS could get in two weekends 
and could cover Virginia, North Carolina, with the latter 
taking one or two days. 

MEYERS indicated he would travel by car, but did not 
indicate when or where he first planned to go; 

GUS HALL indicated that MEYERS had many things in his 
favor on such a trip* not the least of which is that MEYERS is n 
no stranger (to the people he would be contacting; ,

Continuing, LUISEn indicated that the worst 
possible decision would be to move the books here (C? 
Headquarters) as he felt that before long many of tire 
books would be taken. Ho said that people with the best 
intentions would help the%-yaelve£ to the books and never 
return them. 

LUMKR felt that if the books were stored in a 
smaller area, they should have a librarian or someone 
who would exercise control over the books. He rec ommended 
that if such an alternative was acceptable, then he 
would reccaamend wmY (BIACK) as librarian. UJT1EB felt 
that BIACK could work as a librarian on a part time basis 
possibly two or three evenings a week and the coat would 
not be prohibited. 

Contixming, LUTtEB remarked that if that could 
not be done, he was of the opinion that the entire library 
should be placed in storage and not be disposed of. He 
speculated that if the books were put Into cartons, there 
would be from 900 to 1,200 earuons of material. LUMEE 
stated that there are several places under discussion to 
be used for such storage, commenting that one would be 
in the subbaee*Bent at Party Headquarters. He also remarked 
that a considerable storage space might be available in 
the Jefferson Book (Shop?). LUI1EE added that between those 
two places the storage problem could be handled vrf.thout 
paying prohibited storage prflces.
